Insurgents of Kissamo Give the For- 
eign Admirals Notice — French 
Warship Lands Five Guns—Cana- 
vero Still Commands the Fleet.

ATHENS, April 7.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Throughout yesterday evening 
the palaces of King George and Crown: 
Prince Constantine were blazing with 
lights and the city generally was a 
mass of illumination in celebration of 
the anniversary of Greek independence 
in 1821. Displays of fireworks were 
numerous, and in all parts of Athens 
were patriotic assemblages, at which 
warlike orations were delivered, the 
speakers being greeted with cheers for 
the King and for war. During the 
evening there was a grand military tat- 
too, in which all the bands in the city 
took a part. The whole population 
thronged the streets, cheering every- 
body and everything and for wdr with 
the Turks, but in spite of the demon- 
stration of loyalty and patriotism there 
were no disturbances worth noting. 

The Cabinet ministers assembled last 
evening and were engaged until a late 
hour in discussing the identical notes 
of the representatives of the powers 
handed yesterday to M. Skouzes,.the 
Greek Minister of Foreign Affairs. It 
is believed that M. Skouzes will de- 
liver the reply of Greece to the repre- 
sentatives of the powers today. Mean- 
while, it is rumored here that Russia 
made a separate proposal to the effect 
that if Greece withdraws her troops 
from Crete, Russia will agree to obtain 
the withdrawal of the Turkish troops 
from Crete, and Russia promises that 
Prince George of Greece shall be sent 
,to organize the Cretan gendarmes. 
Greece, according to the _ report, 
promptly rejected these propositions.

NOTES OF NO VALUE. 
' ATHENS, April 7.—The identical notes 
delivered yesterday by the representa- 
tives of the powers to M. Skouzes have 
had very little effect. The newspapers 
today declare that they are really of no 
practical value in rendering the issues 
more certain, because Greece is aware 
that the agreement between the pow- 
ers is quite factious...*A complete calm 
characterized the city today, although 
many placards have been posted advo- 
cating war. This evening military pa- 
trols paraded the principal streets. The 
evening newspapers censure the clamor 
for war. 
CANAVERO STILL THERE. 

ROME, April 7.—It is semi-officially 
denied that Admiral Canavero has re- 
signed or been recalled from the com- 
mand of the international squadron in 
Cretan waters. 7 


CANEA (Crete,) April: 7.—The in- 
surgents of the vicinity of Kissamo, on 
the western end of the island, have 
written to the foreign admirals giving 
notice that they are projecting an at- 
tack upon the fort at Kissamo.. The 
Turkish garrison there is asked for as- 
sistance. Two thousand insurgents are 
crowded around Sitia at the eastern end 
of the island, and a French warship 
has landed five guns in anticipation of 
an attack upon that place. 

A BANKER’S TIP. 

NEW YORK, April 7.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from St. Petersburg says 
a report reached there in a telegram 
received by a banker that the Greeks 
have given was to the powers. Noth- 
ing, however, has been Officially an- 
nounced in confirmation of this rumor. 
FIGHTING OUTSIDE OF CANDIA. 

CANEA, April 7.—Brisk fighting took 
place today outside of Candia. The in- 
surgents in considerable strength ad- 
vanced from four points and attacked 
the Turkish outposts. The latter main- 
tained their positions with the loss of 
two men killed and eleven wounded. 

NURSES FROM ENGLAND. © 
LONDON, April 7.—Mrs. Ormiston 
Chant, the social reformer, and six 
nurses start for the island of Crete to- 
morrow.

CONTRABAND GOODS. 

LONDON, April 7.—The English 
newspapers say that the authorities 
are taking unusual precautions at Brit- 
ish ports to prevent the clandestine ex- 
port of war material. Detectives are 
reported to be on the alert at every fish- 
ing town since it was -learned that 
quantities of war material has been 
shipped from this countiy to the island 
of Crete and the Transvaal during the 
past three months. 

‘FIRE RAGING AT CANDIA. 

CANPA, April 7.—A fire has broken 
out at Candia near the cathedral, and 
a number of houses there are now in 
flames. The British and Italian troops 
are demolishing the adjacent buildings 
in order to check the spread of the con- 
flagration. 

TURKEY WILLING TO REST.

EXPERIENCE OF BARK PRINCE 
FREDERICK’S CREW. 


The Vessel Strikes on a Coral Reef 
West Northwest from Jamaica. 
Half-clad Savages Threaten the 
Lives of the Captain and Men,

PHILADELPHIA, April 7.—The Nor- 


wegian steamer Nuergly, which arrived 


here tonight from Port Antonio, Ja- 
maica, landed at this port Capt. Oscar 
Ellefsen and nine men, part of the crew 
of the Norwegian bark Prince Freder- 
ick, which struck on a coral reef close 
to the Island of Caman Brac, which 
lies about one hundred and twenty miles 
west northwest from Jamaica. 

“The vessel, immediately on striking 
the reef, was boarded by half-clad sav- 
age wreckers, who threatened the lives 
of the unfortunate crew. For four days 
and nights Capt. Ellefsen and crew 
stuck to the wreck and repelled the 
savages at the point of a pistol, but 
were finally compelled to give in and 
allow the wreckers one-half of the 
plunder.

SECRETARY ALGER’S GOOD WORK. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Secretary 
Alger acted with the greatest prompt- 
ness and already has almost complete 
arrangements for the distribution of 
government relief for the flood suffer- 
ers. By the present plan, army officers 
will start for Memphis tomorrow and, 
dividing the Mississippi into six sec- 
tions, will ascertain the needs of the 
people. Another detail of officers will 
follow, distributing rations. 

AN APPROPRIATION NEEDED. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Secretary 
Alger this morning received the follow- 
ing telegram from Gov. MeLaurin of 
Mississippi: _‘“‘The greatest danger’ to 
be apprehended in the overflowed dis- 
tricts is from the June rise of the river.

LATEST CONDITIONS AT MEM- 

PHIS. 

‘MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) April 7.—The su- 
preme test of the levees south of Vicks- 
burg has been failing for some days, 
on account of the rush of waters from 
the main channel through the crevasse 
above the delta. This water is again 
returning to the channel through the 
mouth of the Yazoo River, and its in- 
fluence is being felt at Vicksburg, 
where the gauge is now marking higher 
figures. Within a few days the crest 
of the rise will be opposite Vicksburg, 
and the channel will continue to deepen 
unless the levees break. 

The Louisiana people keenly realize 
the gravity of the situation. The de- 
struction wrought by the water in the 
St. Francis basin and the Yazoo delta 
may be repeated in the Texas basin, 
which begins in Southeastern Arkansas 
and extends through the northeast- 
ern counties of Louisiana. The river 
at Memphis is slowly falling, andthe 
gauge at Cario shows a gratifying de- 
cline. For the first time in four weeks 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Fort 
Scott road sent its trains out over the 
line passing through the St. Francis 


basin. 
COMING ON SLOWLY.

The New Orleans 
levee board sent out special men to 
study the effects, and found that no 
damage had been done. All the way to 
New Orleans from below Baton Rouge 
not only has a great deal of work been 
done, but the patrol system is ample 
and thorougthly organized.

“DUBUQUE (Iowa,) April 7.—The 
Mississippi continues to rise steadily at 
the rate of six inches in’ twenty-four 
hours. It is now within less than two 
feet of the danger line.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The H 
acted promptly today on the President’ 
message and adopted a joint resolution 
authorizing the Secretary of War to 
expend $200,000 for the relief of th 
flood sufferers of the Mississippi Valley 
The most interesting feature of the ses+ 
sion was a passage between Represen- 
tative Simpson, the Kansas Populist, 
and Speaker Reed. Mr. Simpson gave 
voice to the opposition to the Speaker’s 
temporary policy of inaction, which has 
been smouldering in some quarters by 
speaking to a question of privilege. 
He finished a fiery denunciation of the 
Speaker by demanding that he appoint 
the committees of the House at once, 
and gave notice that he would prevent 
any more attempts to do business by 
unanimous consent. 

Several Republican members at- 
tempted to stem the tide of Mr. Simp- 
son’s attack, but’ Mr. Reed seemed to 
desire to hear it and declined to inter- 
fere. He listened calmly to the speech, 
and then, with his usual coolness and 
lucidity, replied that the Speaker was 
merely the instrument of the House, 
that he had enforced what he supposed 
to be the policy desired by the majority, 
and that the House had power to com- 
mand the Speaker if it disapproved of 
his course. The Republicans expressed

Cuba and the flood sufferers divided 
attention in the Senate today. ‘The

HOUSE.—After the President’s més- 
Sage had been read today, Mr. Catch- 
ings of Mississippi (Dem.) asked con- 
sent for the immediate consideration of 
a joint resolution authorizirig the Sec- 
retary’ of War to distribute rations 
among the sufferers. It appropriated 
$200,000 for the purpose, authorized the 
Secretary to employ the government 
steamers and other boats on the Mis- 
sissippi in transporting and distributing 
. the supplies, and also such other means 
as he might deem necessary for the 
purpose of distributing supplies contrib- 
uted by the government or individ- 
uals. Mr. Catchings spoke briefly. on 
the subject, saying that the President 
had been in communication with the 
Governors of the flooded States, and 
was in sympathy with legislation for 
their relief. He referred to the prece- 
dents for Congressional relief in 1882 
and 1883. 

Mr. Walker of Massachusetts (Rep.) 
was inclined to object. Mr. Walker 
said that Mr. Catchings should present 
some reason why the States affected by 
the floods should not bear the expense 
of caring for their own people, to which 
Mr. Catchings replied that there was no 
authority under their constitutions for 
the Legislatures to disburse money for 
such purposes. Moreover, the Legisla- 
tures were not in session and the Gov- 
ernors had no such authority. Mr. 
Walker made a vigorous speech in re- 


ly. 

“y yield to no man,” he said, “in my 
willingness to relieve suffering in every 
legitimate way; but there is nothing 
more abused, nothing more dangerous 
in its use than charity. When the great 
fire swept the city of Chicago, the in- 
habitants of various cities came to the 
relief of Chicago, but were that same 
disastrous fire to reach Chicago today 
or any other one of the twenty cities, 
any one of those cities or the States in 
which they are located would decline as- 
sistance, feeling .that it was trenching 
upon their own self-respect and assum- 
ing duties that belonged to the State, 
mr the citizens of that State. .

Mr. Simpson. Why did not the gen- 
tleman prevent it on Saturday, when 
he voted money to send succor to the 
suffering poor of India?

Mr. Walker. That was a national af- 
fair, where private citizens had made 
contributions from all States, and I 
did not then approve of that act. I be- 
jieve that when any of our people con- 
tribute to a people, anywhere, ‘that the 
contribution should cover the delivery 
of that charity. Lam opposed te charity 
everywhere and under all circum- 
stances (laughter on the Democratic 
side) except where it is an absolute 
necessity and where the poor and suffer- 
ing cannot be alleviated in any other 
manner. It is not-for us to take: the 
money by taxation out ofthe pockets 
of the.people and distribute it in char- 
ity, where we ought to be personally 
responsible for. it. 

Mr. Simpson. That is what is done 
for the benefit of the manufacturers. 

Mr. Gaines of Tennessee (Dem.) 
read -a telegram from the Governor of 
Tennessee, in reply to-a request for in- 
formation as ‘to the conditions in that 
State. The Governor wired: “In a de- 
plorable condition. Bill now pending 
for $50,000 appropriation by the Legis- 
lature.” 

Mr. Walker sarcastically asked if’ Mr.

This 
article declared that the members of 
the House had been robbed of their 
right to legislate by the Speaker, to 
whom it referred as a “political can- 
nibal autocrat.” 

When the clerk had read a reference 
to what the Speaker “in his own flow- 
ery language calls retrospective legisla- 
tion,”” Mr. Dingley interposed an objec- 
tion that Mr. Simpson had not stated 
any question. of privilege, but the 
Speaker decided the member from Kan- 
sas might continue. 

The newspaper article 
ingly fiery in language, and when it 
had been read Mr. Steele of Indiana 
(Rep.) jumped to his _ feet, shouting: 
“This is no question of privilege, and I 
move that the House now adjourn.” 

The Republicans were not ready to 
adjourn and they cried “No, no.” 

Speaker Reed very calmly ruled on 
the motion, saying: “The motion can- 
not be entertained at present.” 

When it was stated in a newspaper 
during the Fifty-first Congress that 
members were seen drunk on the floor, 
Mr. Simpson said, that was considered 
a question of privilege. The point he 
- now raised, he declared, 
higher privilege.* Thereupon he waved 
aloft a copy of the Forum and pro- 
ceeded to read rapidly from an article 
by Senator Hoar entitled ‘“‘Has the Sen- 
ate Degenerated?’”’ 

The extract which he quoted follows: 
“The promptness with which the House 
of Representatives deals with some im- 
portant questions is a good thing, but 
its capacity for prompt action is pur- 
chased at the price of the repudiation 
of public debts and the suppression of 
constitutional rights, personal dignity 
and official authority of:the mass of its 
members. Gentlemen* occupy seats 
there who, from the beginning to the 
end of their terms, are not permitted to 
make a motion or utter a word to the 
assembly. Perhaps wise legislation 
may be secured while one house is con- 
ducted on that principle, but I am 
afraid free government would not long 
endure if it were applied to both 
houses.” 

Mr. Simpson read very rapidly, and 
Mr. Steele protested in an angry tone, 
but the Speaker paid no attention to 
the member from Indiana. “I represent 
a large district,” shouted the Kansan, 
“and the refusal of the Speaker to ap- 
point the committees of this house de- 
prives me and my constituents of the 
right to do business. I propose to rise 
here and protest against this autocratic 
dictation. It is reported in the news- 
papers that the Speaker says. the 
trouble is that if the committees were 
appointed where one just claim passed 
there would be ten unjust ones. Is not 
this a reflection on this House, I ask 
the honorable Speaker?” 

: In the Fifty-first Congress the power 
of the minority to protest had been 
taken away, and the Speaker given veto 
wer, Mr. Simpson continued. It was 
unsafe to give one man such power, for

use his power wisely, the other ninety- 
nine would prove despots. 

“I demand that the Speaker appoint 
those committees,’ he shouted. “As long 
as Iam a member of this House no 
business shall be done hy unanimous 
consent, and only in the regular form, 
after opportunity for consideration by 
the committees. The members of this 
House have given the Speaker the veto 
power by the adoption of the rules of 
the last Congress. The people might as 
well have saved themselves the expense 
of electing -members and_ given the 
power to the Speaker. This is not a 
legislative body, and I insist that its 
power be returned to the House.” 

In conclusion he said that the Presi- 
dent had recommended that Congress 
enter upon financial legislation, and the 
returns from Chicago, Cincinnati ’ and 
Detroit indicated that the people wanted 
financial legislation. There was a pro- 
found silence when Speaker Reed be- 
gan to explain his policy. He said: 

“The House will perceive that the 
gentleman from Kansas has made no 
proposition upon the subject. He has 
simply stated his own views, and the 
chair has thought perhaps it-was best 
the matter should be stated and the 
House should consider it. So far as the 
power of the Speaker is concerned, 
every one who has made the subject a 
matter of consideration understands 
that his power is solely the power of 
the House, and the House can at any 
moment change the action which it 
sees fit to indulge in. The House has 
the power at all times, and while the 
rules of the House require certain com- 
mittees, there has always been allowed 
to the chair a reasonable amount of 
discretion as to the time when they 
should be appointed. 

“Opportunity is always allowed the 
chair to find out something about mem- 
bers, so that he may do the duties which 
are imposed upon him in the most in- 
telligent way of which he is capable. It 
is not a rare case that thé Speaker has 
not appointed committees at once. A 
Congress which was called together un- 
der circumstances something like the 
present, the Forty-second, was presided 
over by a very eminent man, Mr. 
Blaine, and he declined—not declined, 
but did not see fit to appoint commit- 
tees. The matter was brought up in 
the House, and he gave his reasons 
therefor and those reasons were ap- 
proved by the House; at least no ac- 
tion was taken by the House. on the 
subject. 

“There are about one hundred and 
fifty new members in the House. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances the occu- 
pant of the chair has time from the 
4th of March until the first Monday in 
December to obtain information in re- 
gard to his fellow-members; but under 
the present circumstances there has 
been nu opportunity. We have been 
called together in extra session, and 
the juestion was, what was the best 
course for us to pursue; whether we 
should fail in appointing the commit- 
tees until such times as would not 
make the appointments more suitable, 
or whether the public service was in 
such a condition that that ought to 
be done. 

“Now, the chair has had full consul- 
tation with the various members, as he 
met them, upon the subject, and until 
this morning he supposed it was’. the 
unanimous feeling of the House that 
it was not necessary to appoint’ the 
co‘nmittees in haste, because the pub- 
lic service will not require it. 

_ “The chair is sorry to see that any 
gentieman in the House has lent him- 
self to the suggestions which are some- 
times made outside with regard ‘to 
power'of the chair. It is a power that 
is given him by the House for its pur- 
poses and its purposes alone, not for 
any selfish purposes, not for him to 
carry Out any personal desires or de- j 
Signs ef his, own, but to carry out 
the wishes of the House as he under- 
Stands them, after a faithful and con- 
scientious. examination. If the House 
thinks. that any occupant of the chair 


ing as its representative, the remedy 
is in the hands of the House at any 


time, and the chair cheerfully welcomes 
any action on the part of the House } 


whose representative he is.” [Pro- 
dey applause on the Republican 
side.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Sen- 
ate Committee of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission met for the rur- 
pose, if possible, of mapping out a rol- 
icy in regard to the railroad legisla- 
tion during the present Congress. No 
result was accomplished beyond agreée- 
ing to appoint a sub-committee to de- 
termine the advisability of granting 
hearings on bills before the committee.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—President

PRESIDENT’S SPECIAL MESSAGE, 


He Communicates With Congress for 
Relief of Flood Suffers. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Presi- 
dent today sent the following message 
to the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives. 

“Information which has recently 
come to me from the Governors of 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
and from prominent citizens of these 
States and Tennessee warrants’ the 
conclusion that widespread distress, 
involving the destruction of a large 
amount of property and loss of human 
life has resulted from the floods which 
have been submerging that section of 
the country. These are stated on re- 
liable authority to be the.most destruc- 
tive floods that have ever devastated 
the Mississippi Valley,°the water being 
much higher than the highest stage it 
has reached before. 

“From Marion, Ark., north of Mem- 
phis, to Greenville, Miss., a distance 
of more than two hundred and fifty 
miles by river, it is reported there are 
now at least fifty towns and villages 
under water, and a territory extending 
from 100 miles north of Memphis to 
200 miles south, of from five to forty 
miles wide, is submerged, hundreds of 
thousands of acres of cultivated soil 
with growing crops are included in the 
submerged territory. In this section 
alone there are from 50,000 to 60,000 peo- 
ple, whose property has been destroyed, 
and whose business has been suspended. 
Grown crops have been ruined, thou- 
sands of cattle have been drowned, and 
the inhabitants of certain areas threat- 
ened with-starvation. As a great ma- 
jority of the sufferers are small farm- 
ers, they have thus been left entirely 
destitute, and will be unprepared for 
work ‘even after the floods have sub- 
sided. 

“The entire Mississippi Valley in Ar- 
kansas is flooded, and communication 
with many points cut off. In Missis- 
sippi a like condition exists. The levees 
in Louisiana with a single exception

“Under such circumstances the citi- 
zens of these States look for the co- 
‘operation and support of the national 
government in relieving the pressing 
cases of destitution for food, clothing 
and shelter, which are beyond the 
reach of local efforts. The authorities 
Who have.communicated with the Exec- 
utive recognize that their finst and 
most energetic duty is to provide as 
far as possible the means for caring for 
our citizens, but nearly all of them 
agree in the opinion that after their 
resources have been exhausted a sum 
aggregating at least $150,000 and pos- 
sibly $200,000 will be required for imme-_ 
diate use. 

“Precedents are not wanting that in 
such emergencies as this Congress has 
taken prompt, generous and intelligent’ 
action, involving the expenditure of 
ccnsiderable sums of money with satis- 
factory results. In 1874, $790,000 was ap- 
propriated, and in 1882, $350,000 was also 
appropriated for relief in the same di- 
rection, besides large sums in other 
years. 

“The Citizens’ Relief Committee of 
Memphis, which has taken prompt 
action, has already cared for from 6000 
to 7000 refugees from the flooded dis- 
tricts, and they are still arriving in that 
city in large numbers daily. Supplies 
and provisions have been sent to the 
various points in Arkansas and Missis- 
sippi by this committee, and the most 
that can be done by these interests is 
to partly relieve the most acute cases 
of suffering. No action has yet been 
taken for the great majority of the in- 
habitants living in the interior, whose 
ecndition has already been described. 

“Under these conditions, and having 
exerted themselves to the fullest extent, 
the local authorities have reluctantly 
confessed their inability to further 
cope with this distressing situation un- 
aided by relief from the government. 

“It has, therefore, seemed to me that 
the representatives of the people should 
be promptly informed of the nature and 
extent of the suffering and needs of 
these stricken people, and I have com- 
municated these facts in the hope and 
belief that the legislative branch of the 
government will promptly reinforce the 
work of the local authorities in the 
States named. |

THOUSAND MEN IDLE AT 
SOUTH CHICAGO, 


Illinois Steel Company Closes its 

Works in Order to Head Off a 

’ Strike—Officials Claim the Work- 
men Broke Their Contract.

CHICAGO, April 7.—Four thousand 
men were forced out of employment 
by the closing of the works of the Il- 
linois Steel Company at South Chicago 
tonight. This action is taken by the 
officials to head off a strike. — 

Rail-straighteners are responsible 
for the trouble. The officials of the 
company claim that the workmen broke 
their yearly contract made a few 
‘months ago. General Manager Walker 
says the strike is but a dispute among 
the workmen, and the company has 
nothing to do with the matter more 
than holding its employés to their con- 


It is said that the company has re- 
duced the scale of wages since the fail 
in price of rails, and the question has 
been a much-disputed point ever since, 
Rail-straighteners have discussed it 
with the managers at different times 
and threatened to quit work, as they 
claimed they could not make as much 
money as when the price of rails was 
above $20. 

President Collins of the Amalgamated 
Association was called from Pittsburgh 
by the Illinois Steel Company officials 
several days ago. He heard both sides 
of the story, and at last told the work- 
men they must stand by their contract 
with the company or the association 
would not support them. Iron-workers 
who were objecting to the sliding- 
scale of wages refused to give a. posi- 
tive answer at that time. Today ‘they 
held a meeting among themselves and 
made plans to stop work. The officials 
were informed of the move on the part 
of the men and at once ordered the 
mill to be shut down. They at once 
circulated the report among the work- 
men that the plant would be closed 
but a short time, which was good news 
to the men who are not interested in 
the strike. 

The majority of the workmen swear 
vengeance against the rail-straighten- 
ers for closing th works.

When it was seen 
that the mob were getting the best of 
the combat, Eastman and Sawyer drew 
their revolvers and threatened to shoot 
the first man that would step toward 
the ballot box. In the mean time 
citizen turned in a riot call and a 
wagonload of policemen hurried to the 
scene.

BATTLESHIP IOWA NOW LAYS 
CLAIM TO THE TITLE. 


She Makes Seventeen Knots an Hour 
in the Speed Trial Required by 
the Contract, , 


MOST FORMIDABLE SHIP AFLOAT 


THE INDIANA AND MASSACHUSETTS 
BOTH OUTCLASSED. 


Cramp & Son Will Get Two Hundred 
Thousand Dollars Over the Regu- 
lar Contract Price for Extra 
Speed Developed,

BOSTON, April 7.—The battleship 
Iowa, the last of the premium-built 
battleships, earned today for her 
builders, Messrs. William Cramp & 
Son of Philadelphia, $200,000 by making 
an average of 17 even knots an hour 
over the regular government course off 
the Massachusetts coast, in the four 
hours’ speed trial required by the gov- 
ernment under the contract. 

The Iowa by her grand work, proved 
herself to be superior to either the In- 
diana or the Massachusetts, and is to- 
day the acknowledged queen of the 
American navy, if not the most for- 
midable battleship afioat. 

The weather could not have been sur- 
passed. A.light northerly air shifting 
to northeast just as the trial began, 
helped the forced draught considerably, 
and as it shifted around still further

The -trial board came down from 
the city about 8 o’clock, and with them 
were about two hundred guests of the 
builders, as well as: many naval offi- 
cers stationed in and about Boston.

the course was somewhat long. 

While the ship was preparing for the 
run back, the ready reckoners on 
board figured that on thé run down 
to Boone Island the Iowa had averaged 
16.87 knots per hour. The time was 
so well up to the builders’ expectation 
that in order to consume the allotted 
four hours, the ship was sped around 
twice before starting. For thirty min- 
utes and forty-five seconds she kept 
up her jockeying, and then dashed for 
the line again, passing the last mark 
boat at 12.39:25. On this leg there 
was an average of 16.42 knots per hour, 
& gratifying increase over the last time 
in this leg. 

For over an hour after passing the 

fifth mark boat the speed of the bat- 
tleship did not apparently vary a 
hundredth part of a knot, supposing, of 
course, that the buoys were in the right 
position. The fourth, third and second 
legs of the course were all made in 
exactly the same time, 22m. 45s., so that 
when the second mark boat was passed 
the ship was only six nautical miles 
from the finish, and the reckoners had | 
figured, that, barring accidents. she 
would make something over 17 knots. 
« The Iowa did it, and that was all. 
In fact, so near was the margin that 
the reckoners had to carry their figures 
to the fourth decimal point in order to 
make the speed for the whole course 
average 17 knots per hour. It came out 
all right in the end, however,- and 
with a broom on her fighting top, the 
queen of the American navy, after two 
or three half-circles to show just what 
she could do in quick maneuvering, 
tata speed and headed for Bos- 
on. 

Throughout the trip the boat behaved 
admirably. The heavy turrets. well 
above the water line, gave her a much 
greater roll than the Indfana or the 
Massachusetts, but except for this she 
was much steadier than the other bat- 
tleships.

The dimensions of the Iowa are as 
follows: Length on the load-water Jine, 
360 feet, extreme breadth, 72 feet 2% 
inches; moulded depth, 39 feet 45-8 
inches; mean draught, 24 feet; displaces, 
ment on normal draught, 11,300 tons, 
and a coal capacity of 12,500 tons. Con- 
tract speed was 16 knots with a prem- 
ium of $50,000 for each quarter knot in 
excess. 

Her water-line protection is a belt 
of Harveyized nickel steel with a max-: 
imum thickness of 14 inches, tapering 
to 6 inches on the lower edge. The 
heaviest armor is 15 inahes on the main 
barbette. The armored conning tower is 
7% inches thick. 

The main battery of the Towa con- 
sists of four 12-inch breech-loading 
rifles in the two main turrets; eight 8- 
inch breech-loading rifles mounted in 
pairs at the four turrets at the cor-.

“BURNING BUILDINGS RAN- 
SACKED FOR HUMAN BEINGS, 


Officer Powers Saves an Old Woman 
from the Flames in the Overland 
Lodging-house, Seattle. 


STAIRWAY FELL WITH HIM. 


PALACE HOUSE AND SALVATION 
ARMY OFFICES BURNED, 


Southern Pacific Election—Million- 
aire Bradbury to Be Tried for 
Spitting in a Street Car—An 
Aged Capitalist’s Lament.

SEATTLE, April 7.—The entire fire 
department was called out at 1 o’clock 
this morning. The alarm was sent out 
from First avenue and King street. The 
department responded quickly, but by 
the time the scéne was reached the 
Overland House, adjoining the Salva- 
tion Army shelter and woodyard, was 
a roaring mass of flames, which spread 
through the tinder-like structure as 
though following fuses of powder. The 
fire soon communicated to the adjoin- 
ing building, in which the Salvation 
Army was located, and that building 
Was soon destroyed. 

It was fully fifteen minutes before 
water was turned on the flames, and 
by that time the remaining portions of 
the block were threatened, and the oc- 
cupants who were not already awake 
Were aroused and waruead of their dan- 
ger.

Overland House. His extremities were 
fearfully burned, the flesh dropping 
from the bones. He was rescued by 
Officers Grant and Powers, the latter 
rendering acts of genuine heroism in 
going through the burning Overland 
House; kicking in the doors, looking 
for such stray lodgers as might not 
have beén ‘disturbed. 

In one room Officer Powers found an 
old blind woman named May, who was 
utterly unconscious of her surround- 
ings. Powers *took some quilts and, 
wrapping the woman in them, carried 
her to a flight of stairs, down which he 
tried to take her. Before he had a 
chance to put .,his foot upon them the 
stairs fell with a crash into the fiery 
sea below,. and Powers shrank back 
with the blind woman toward a win- 
dow, which he kicked out. As the air 
rushed in, a part of the roof fell on 
another stairway, and Powers saw his 
way down. There was only one chance 
besides jumping from the third-story 
window, and Powers took the chance, 
carrying the woman down the flaming 
stairs, which fell almost as soon as he 
had reached the lower story.

Young Aldrich Must Continue to 
Fight for Reason and Fortune.

OAKLAND, April 7.—Judge Hall de- 
cided today that the shadow should 
not be removed from the life of young 
George A. Aldrich, the heir to a for- 
tune.

TWO TRUNKFULS OF INTEREST- 
ING DOCUMENTS. 


They Contain Accounts of the King 
Boodler’s Wholesale Thiev- 
ing Operations. 


THEIR CONTENTS KEPT SECRET.

A Draft of Tweed’s Confession Tell- 
ing How He Started Upon His 
Career of Plundering the 

Public Treasury. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 7.—{Special Dis- 
patch.] W. E. D. Stokes, cousin of Ed 
Stokes of the Hoffman House, has dis- 
covered some interesting papers he- 
longing to Boss Tweed. He tells about 
them in a letter to Mayor Strong, writ- 
ten in response to the Mayor’s remark 
that Tweed, with all his wickedness, 
had given New York some good drives 
and boulevards. Mr. Stokes says: 

“Some time ago I was reading 
through the contents of two large old 
trunks containing Tweed’s private pa- 
pers and books, which had been buried 
for years, and which never yet have 
been made public, and correspondence 
carefully filed away in bundles and in- 
dorsed in his own hand writing in his 
short, curt language. There is one 
bundle marked ‘Blackguards, DLlack- 
mailers and thieves.’ Among these are 
letters of men once low on the ladder 
and some now higher up, who threaten 
to expose him if not paid. One is 
written. to Tweed on the morning he 
was expected to make a confession be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen, begging 
and imploring him not to expose him, 
‘for the sake of his wife and children. 

“But the most curious paper in all 
was a list, in ink, of moneys and the 
source from. which each item me, 
in the thieves’ treasurer’s Own hand- 
writing. At the bottom in pencil, in 
Tweed’s hand-writing are written the 
initials of each member of the gang, 
and the percentage each was to have. 
After each item there Is check-mark 
in pencil, as he checked off the differ- 
ent amounts. Th grand total, amount- 
ing to more than $1,000,000, was incor- 
rectly added up, the difference being 
just $100,000, which clearly showed that 
the man who kept the bag was a dou- 
ble thief. This will explain why those 
who examined the accounts could never 
get at the system of percentages on 
which the divisions were made. 

“One of the most extraordinary pa- 
pers of the whole lot was a draft in 
Tweed’s handwriting, of the confession 
of the whole story of what occurred 
after his arrest, what led to his con- 
fession and to his hopeless imprison- 
ment. How he was tempted, and first 
sinned, and how men who discovered 
him, one after another, demanded their 
share, and forced him, in order to keep 
himself in power, to quiet them, to ex-

MORE TROUBLE FOR DECREPIT 
OLD SPAIN. 


Inhabitants of Another Island Col- 
ony Take Up Arms Against 


the Mother Country. 
TIRED OF SPANISH TYRANNY. 


THE ISLANDERS MAKE A BOLD 
STROKE FOR LIBERTY, 


With an Army of Five Thousand 
Men They Expect to Be Able 
to Put an End to Mis- 
rule and Oppression. 


[BY ASSOCIATED. PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 8—The Herald 
Says: “Dr. J. Julio Henna, president 
of the Porto Rican Revolutionary Com- 
mittee of this city, has received private 
information from the committee on the 
island of Porto Rico to the effect that 
the country has taken up arms against 
the Spanish government, the uprising 
having taken place in Yauco and Ad- 
juntas. Dr. Henna, upon the receipt of 
the news, at once called together all 
the members of the committee and held 
a conference at his home. No persons 
except members of the committee were 
allowed to take part in the meeting. 
The news of the uprising, it was re- 
ported by a member, had also been re- 
ceived in this city by a well-known 
banking firm, which has close business 
connection with one of the leading 
banking houses in Porto Rico. 

- “When seen at a late hour last night 
Dr. Henna said: ‘The news, though 
Startling, did not surprise me, as the 
latest mail advices from Porto Rico 
brought us the information that the 
Situation there was becoming every day 
more serious. 

“According to our correspondent, the 
Spanish authorities there were acting 
toward the people as if they were anx- 
ious to precipitate matters by driving

information in the cablegram we _ re- 
ceived, though important, is meager.

It 
freads as follows:: “Our country up in 
arms. Movement started at Yauco and

All the members of the comfnittee 
were very reticent after the meeting, 
but one of the more prominent, who 
would not permit his name to be pub- 
lished, said: “The fact is that the 
movement in Porto Rico has started 
earlier than was expected and agreed 
upon, but no doubt circumstances of 
which we know nothing must have 
compelled our brethern to take the 
step at once. What seems strange 
is that the uprising did not take place 
at Rio Grande, Carolina or Luquesite, 
as the people in those districts were 
better prepared for action.” 

Referring to the chances of success, 
this member said: ‘The spirit of the 
people is such at the present time 
that any movement to overthrow the 
Spanish yoke is almost sure to succeed. 
The Porto Ricans are tired of Spanish 
misrule. All we want is to raise an 
army of 5000 men and with such an 
army we can carry every place on the 
island by assault. a 

“The Spanish garrison in Porto Rico 
is composed of about 6000, of which 2000 
are natives, The fleet which patrols 
the Porto Rican coast is made up of 
four vessels... Of these, the gunboats 
Indio, Ceyolo and Ponce de Leon are 
of little use, as their speed is very 
limited. The cruiser Ysabel II is the 
only vessel of any importance. The 
population of Porto Rico is about 95,900, 
of whom about 70,000 are native Span- 
iards, The country is certainly anx- 
ious for a revolution to get rid of 
an oppressive government. There have 
been rumors of great discontent among 
the people.for a long time.”’ |

SUICIDE OR ACCIDENT. 


Sheriff Burr Investigates Farand’s 
Mysterious Death. 

Sheriff Burr took a trip to the Camp- 
bell-Johnston ranch yesterday to fur- 
ther investigate the mysterious death 
of €. E. Farand, who was_ found 
burned to death in the smouldering 
ruins of his shanty a short time ago.

The Sheriff was told that Farand 
drank more or less heavily, and several 
people made this fact, in connection 
with Farand’s statement that he did 
not like to stay in his cabin because 
it was inhabited by spirits, the basis 
for the theory that the deceased be- 
came despondent and took his own life.

VERDICT OF THE JURY IN THE 
HOLMES LIBEL SUIT. 


An All-night Session Devoted to the 
Examination of the Testimony 
in the Case. 


THE COURT’S INSTRUCTIONS. 


GIVEN IN FULL IN THE ORDER OF 
THEIR DELIVERY. 


End of the Most Remarkable Libel 
Sait Which Has Ever Been 
Tried in the United 
States Courts. 


The Holmes libel suit against The 
Times has ended at last. At five 
o’clock yesterday morning, the jurors, 
aftér an all-night examination of the 
testimony, and a painstaking review 
of the case in all its phases, came 
into the United States Circuit. Court. 
and announced their unanimous ver- 
dict in favor of the defendant. An 
hour later, the news of the result had 
spread throughout the city. 

The instructions given by Judge 
Wellborn to the jury are intesesting 
as a part of the history of a notable 
and extraordinary case, and of even 
more interest to the legal fraternity 
as judicial interpretations of the law 
governing such cases. The charge is 
therefore given in full. It will be noted 
that these instructions are grouped into 
three classes: first, the general 
structions from the bench; secondly, 
those instructions asked by, and 
‘granted to the plaintiff; third, the 
instructions, which at the request of 
defendant, the court gave the jury. 
They follow in the order in which they 
are given: 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 
“In the Circuit Court of the United 

States, Ninth Circuit, Southern Dis- 

trict of California. 

“Josephine M. Holmes, plaintiff, vs. 
The Times-Mirror Company (a _ cor- 
poration,) Harrison G. Otis and Muriel 
Irwin, defendants. (No. 674.) 

“Gentlemen of the jury: This is an 
action for libel. The preliminary issue, 
raised by the pleadings, as to the alien- 
age of the plaintiff, and relating to 
the jurisdiction of the court, is settled, 
by undisputed evidence, in favor of 
the plaintiff. Therefore, you need not 
concern yourselves about this jurisdic- 
tional question; nor need the other 


| averments of the pleadings be recapit- 


ulated in full. It is sufficient here to 
say that the defendants admit mak- 
ing the publication as alleged in the 
complaint, but deny that it was false 
or libelous, or caused any damage to 
plaintiff, or was made with malice, 
and they plead specially, in justifica- 
tion, that the article so published was 
true. Your attention will be first ad- 
dressed to the question whether or 
not said article was a libel. 

“At the present day the law in rela- 
tion to libel is ‘that the judge is not 
bound to state to the jury, as a matter 
of law, whether the publication com- 
plained of, and sued for, is a libel or 
not; but the proper course is for him 
to define what is a libel in point of 
law, and leave it to the jury whether 
the publication falls within that defini- 
tion.’ 

“Accordingly it becomes the duty of 
the court to define what is, in law, a 
libel. In the performance of this duty 
I shall not undertake original defini- 
tions, but will employ language which 
has been authoritatively approved. Li- 
bel is a false and unprivileged publi- 
cation, by writing, printing, picture, or 
other fixed representation to the eye, 
which exposes any person to hatred, 
contempt, ridicule, or obloquy, or 
whieh causes such person to be 
shunned or avoided, or which has a 
tendency to injure such person fn his 
or her occupation. 

“In the case at bar, the alleged libel 
was a publication by printing. Every 
publication of that sort which charges 
upon or imputes to any person that 
which exposes such person to hatred, 
ridicule, contempt or obloquy, or which 
causes such person to be shunned or 
avoided, or which has a tendency to 
injure such person in his or her oc- 
cupation, is prima facie a libel, and 
implies ‘malice in the author or pub- 
lisher. Malice may exist in corpora- 
tions as well as natural persens, and 
is of two kinds, to wit: Malice in law 
and malice in fact.» Malice “in law, 
sometimes called-legal or implied mal- 
ice, exists whenever a wrongful act is 
done intentionally, without just cause) 
or excuse. Malice in law is essential to 
a libel, but such malice is presumed 
in publication which fall within the 
definition of libel above ‘given. Malice 
in fact, frequently designated actual 
or express malice, may be defined as a 
spiteful or. rancorous disposition, 


which causes an act to be done for 


mischief, or a state of mind recklessly 
and wantonly indifferent to the«rights 
of others. Malice in fact, is not néces- 
sarily inferable from a libelous pub- 
lication, but is a question for the jury 
to determine from the character of the 
article published, the circumstances 
under which the same was published, 
and all the other evidences of the case 
showing or tending to show the mo- 
tives of the author or publisher. Malice 
in fact is only material in actions for 
libel as establishing a right to recover 
exemplary damages, or to defeat the 
plea that a publication was privileged. 
In the case now on trial there is no 
such plea or claim of privilege, and the 
only materiality of malice in fact is 
in relation to the question of exemplary 
damages, about which you will be in-. 
structed: later on. : 

“The words ‘prima facie,” as em- 
ployed above, mean that a publication 
such as there described is a libel, unless 
it be made to appear by proof that said 
publication was privileged or true, and 
this, because, in the absence of such 
proof, the publication is presumed to 
have been both unprivileged and false. 
This presumption of falsity, however, 
is disputable, and a defendant is al- 
lowed, under a special plea of justifica- 
tion, to prove that the article pub- 
lished was true, and, if such proof be 
made, it constitutes a complete de- 
fense to the action, even though the 
defendant did not know, nor make ade- 
quate or any efforts to ascertain the 
truth of such article. To sustain a plea 
of justification, the defendant must 
prove tkat the libelous statements 
were substantially true. The justifica- 
tion must be as broad as the libel, but 
this does not mean that the justifica- 
tion must extend to every expression 
used by the defendant in commenting 
on the plaintiff’s words or conduct. If 
the substantial imputations be proved 
true, slight inaccuracies in details will 
not defeat the plea, provided such in- 
accuracies in no way alter the com- 
plexion of the affair and would have 
no different effect on the reader than 
that which the literal truth would pro- 
duce. If epithets or terms of general 
abuse be used which do not add to the 
sting of the defamatory charges 
specifically made, they need not be 
justified; but if they suggest and im- 
ply a further defamatory charge or 
an additional circumstance of substan- 
tial aggravation, then they must be 
justified as well as the rest. The publi-

truth of the statements therein con- 
tained; this fact can be éstablished 
only by satisfactory evidence outside 
of: the publication. When a publica- 
tion is false, the author’s or publisher’s 


gatory circumstance, is no justifica- 
tion. It is a question for the jury 
whether the substance of the libelous 
statements has been proved true by a 
preponderance of evidence, whether di- 
rect or circumstantial, and whether ad- 
duced by the plaintiff or defendant. 

“The jury are the. exclusive judges 
of the facts and of the credibility of 
witnesses, and, among the circum- 
stances to be considered, in passing 
upon the credibility of such witnesses, 
are their relations to the case and its 
parties, their prejudices, motives and 
interests, together with their manner 
upon the witness stand, and the rea- 
sonableness of their statements. Where 
a witness wilfully testifies falsely, or 
wilfully conceals matters within his 
and concerning 
which he or she was interrogated, such 
witness is to be distrusted in other 
matters. 

“Guided by the foregoing instruc- 
tions, your inquiries as to the libelous 
character of the article complained of 
in this case will be these: 

“First, does said article charge 
upon or impute to the plaintiff that 
which exposed her to hatred, contempt, 
ridicule or obloquy, or which caused 
her to be shunned or avoided, or which 
had a tendency to injure her in her 
occupation? If you determine this 
question negatively, a verdict for the 
defendants must result. 

“If, however, you should find, that 
said article does charge upon or itn- 
pute to the plaintiff, that which ex- 
posed her to hatred, contempt, ridicule, 
or obloquy, or which caused her to 
be shunned or avoided, or which had a 
tendency to injure her in her occupa- 
tion, you will next inquire, whether 
or not said publication was true. If 
you belicve from the evidence, that 
the article was substantially true, as 
hereinbefore explained, your verdict 
will be for the defendants, no matter 
What their motives were in making the 
publication. If, however, you believe, 
from the evidence, that the statements 
of said article were false, and, that 
they exposed the plaintiff to hatred, 
contempt, ridicule, or obloquy, or 
caused her to be shunned or avoided, 
or had a tendency to injure her in her 
occupation, your verdict should be for 
the plaintiff, and you will then con- 
sider the amount of damages to be 
awarded. 

“Two classes of damages may be re- 
covered in actions of libel, to-wit: 
Actual damages and exemplary dam- 
ages. Special damages, as a branch 
of actual damages, are pecuniary losses 
really sustained and specially pleaded. 
In this case there is no proof or avert- 
ment authorizing them, and, there- 
fore, special damages cannot be re- 
cevered. The remaining branch of 
actual damages embraces injuries to 
reputation and feelings. Damages, on 
account of these elements, proxi- 
mately occasioned by the libel, can be 
recovered, regardless of defendants’ 
motives in making the publication, and 
without any actual proof, by opinions 
of witnesses or otherwise, as to the 
extent of the loss, and to the amount 
that the jury estimate will fairly eom- 
pensate for the injury done. 

“Exemplary damages are those which 
are awarded, not as compensation to 
the plaintiff, but as punishment upon 
the defendant. These latter damages 
are recoverable where the libel was 
published with express malice, malice 
in fact, as heretofore defined. In fur- 
ther explanation of this matter, the 
fulowing enunciation -of the-- Supreme. 
Court of the United States is sub- 
mitted: ‘Whenever the injury com- 
plained of has been inflicted maliciously 
or wantonly, and with circumstances of 
contumely or indignity, the jury are 
not limited to the ascertainment of a 
simple compensation for the wrong 
committed against the aggrieved per- 
son. But the malice spoken of in this 
rule is not merely the doing of an 
unlawful or injurious act. The word 
implies that the act complained of was 
conceived in the spirit of mischief. or 
of criminal indifference to civil obliga- 
tions.’ (62 U. S., 202-223.) In this 
connection, the plaintiff has introduced 
one article pubished by the defendants 
subsequently to the one sued for. You 
must understand that you cannot zive 
any damages on account of that s115- 
sequent article. You can only consider 
it in ae with the inquiry as 
to the nrotfves, with which the publica- 
tion sued for was made, and to show 
malice in fact, or the degree thereof, 
if there was any, existing at the time 
the original article was published. 

“The filing of a plea of justification 
and failure to establish the same are 
not in themselves evidence of that ex- 
press malice which authorizes or ag- 
gravates exemplary damages, nor can 
such a defense be deemed evidence of 
such malice unless it appears from 
the whole case that the defense was 
made without belief in or adequate in- 
quiry as to its truth, and even then 
it is simply evidence, but, not conclu- 
sive evidence, of express malice in the 
publication sued on. , 

“On this . question of exemplary 
damages, should that point be reached 
in your deliberations, you must, as al- 
ready indicated, consider-the language 
of the article sued on, the circum- 
stances of its publication, and all other 
evidence showing or tending to show 
the motives which actuated°the de- 
fendants, or either of them, in making 
the publication. Was it the result of 
malevolence on the part of the de- 
mendants, to the plaintiff, and mis- 
chievous intent. to harm her, or of 
reckless and wanton indifference to her 
rights? In either event, if the evi- 
dence fails to convince you that the 
publication was true, and does con- 
vince you that it was libelous, the 
ease is one for exemplary damages. 

“If, however, the defendants were 
in good faith endeavoring to expose, 
and thus protect the community. or 
individuals from what they, the de- 
fendants, believed to be pernicious 
heresies and impostures, designed or 
calculated to victimize the unwary, or 
credulous, and they exercised due care 
in their investigations of the matters 
published, then the defendants were 
pursuing a laudable aim of journalism, 
the promotion of good morals, and, even 


though the publication was untrue, 
ought not to be punished by exemplary 
damages. 

“TY further instruct you, in words 


heretofore employed by an _ eminent 
Judge on an occasion similar to the 
present, that ‘with these general rules 
to guide juries in assessing damages, 
the law leaves the amount to their 
sound judgment, reasonably, fairly, and 
dispassionately exercised. This it does 
from necessity. If one man owes an- 
other so many dollars, or has taken 
from him so much property, or has 
broken a. sspecific contract, there is 
something to measure (as the law ex- 
presses it) the amount of the damages 
or the recovery. But in action of this 
kind the law is unable to furnish you 
with any definite rule to measure the 
damages. It confides it to the sound, 
temperate, deliberate, and reasonable. 
exercise of your functions as jurymen. 
The law leaves the jury at liberty to 
find and return such damages as they 
think right and just, but this is not a 
wild, unrestrained, communal liberty, 
to be arbitrarily exercised, but the 
higher and better kind of liberty, viz., 
liberty restrained by reason and mod- 
erated by justice.’ (16 Fed. Cas., 51.)” 

Following are the instructions given 
to the jury at the request of the plain- 
tiff: 

“The court further instructs you that 
you are to take the words, phrases and 
sentences according to their ordinary 
meaning; you are to construe them as 
conveying the meaning that an ordi- 
nary reader of average intelligence 
would understand them to mean. 

“The court instructs you that you are 
to look into the alleged libel as a whole 
and into all its parts. 
if any one statement standing by itself 


That is to say, | 


statement, or at the whole of the al- 
leged libel to explain its meaning, and 
to elucidate it. 

“The court instructs the jury that a 
newspaper proprietor or publisher is 
not privileged as such in the dissemi- 
nation. of the news, but is liable for 
what he publishes in the same manner 
as any other individual. (99 Cal. p. 439.) 

“The court instructs you that you are 
not to take the hearsay evidence which 
the defendants say they thought was 
true and believed, as any proof of the 
truth of any defamatory charge, if any, 
but as simply tending to show that de- 
fendants believed the charges true—and 
acted in good faith. 

“The court instructs you that there 
are certain allegations of the plaintiff’s 
complaint which the defendants ¢ by 
their answer admit to be true and 
which are to be accepted by you as true. 

“Among the matters so admitted to 

e true, are the following: 

“Plaintiff alleges in her complaint 
and defendants by their answer admit 
that the plaintiff has never been mar- 
ried, and that each and all of the de- 
fendants during all,the times mentioned 
in the complaint were citizens of the 
State of California and residents of the 
Ninth Judicial Circuit of the United 
States in and for the Southern Dis- 
trict of California. 

“Plaintiff alleges in her complaint and 
defendants by their answer admit that 
The Times-Mirror Co., during all the 
times in this action was a corporation 
duly organized and existing under the 
laws of the State of California, and 
that during all said times, it has had 
and now has its principal place of busi- 
ness and office in Los Angeles City, 
a Angeles county, State of Califor- 
nia. 

“Pjaintif€ also alleges in her com- 
plaint and defendants by their answer 
admit that the Los Angeles Times, 
sometimes called the L2%s Angeles Sun- 
day Times during all the times in the 
complaint mentioned was a newspaper 
of general circulation printed and pub- 
lished by the defendant, the ‘Times- 
Mirror Co.’ in said city. 

“Plaintiff also alleges in her com- 
plaint, and defendants by their answer 
admit that the said newspaper at 
all times mentioned in the complaint 
was of extensive circulation in the City 
of Los Angeles, and throughout said 


said State, and that it is of great in- 
fluence. 

“Plaintiff also alleges in her com- 
plaint and defendents by iheir answer 
that the defendant, H. G. Otis, ai all 
the times mentioned in the complaint, 
was the editor of said n2wspaper. 

“Plaintif€ also alleges in her com- 
plaint and defendants by their answer 
admit that on the l7th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1895,-that they, the defendants 
printed and published in the said news- 
paper of and concerning the plaintiff, 
Josephine M. Holmes, the certain 
article a eopy of which is set forth in 
plaintiff's complaint. 

“Plaintiff also alleges in her com- 
plaint and defendants by their answer 
admit that Muriel Irwin composed and 
wrote the said article of and concern- 
ing the plaintiff, Josephine M. Holmes, 
and that she caused and procured the 
same to be published by the said 
Times-Mirror Co., and H. G. Otis: at 
the time alleged in the complaint. 

At the request of the attorneys for 
the defense the court gave the jury the 
following instructions: v 

“Tf you find that any portion of the 
article complained ef was published of 
or concerning persons other than the 
plaintiff, and had no reference directly, 
or indirectly, to the plaintiff, then the 
plaintiff cannot in any event recover, 
because of the publication of that por- 
tion, if any, of said alleged libelous ar- 
ticle which had no reference whatever 
to the plaintiff. 

“It is for you to determine whether 
the charges contained in the article al- 
leged to be libelous are true and it is 
not necessary that the truth of the 
same should be established by direct 
evidence. It is sufficient if the circum- 
stances are such as to satisfy you by 
a preponderance of the evidence of the 
truth of the charges made. 

“Tf you find from the evidence that 
the plaintiff sustained no actual dam- 
age whatever, and believe it is not a 
case for exemplary damages, you 
should not award her any sum in ex- 
cess of nominal damages. 

“The jury is not bound to decides in 
conformity with the declarations of any 
number of witnesses, which do not pro- 
duce conviction in their minds, against 
a less number, or against a presump- 
tion or other evidence satisfying their 
minds.

If you are satisfied that one 
witness has testified truly although the 
testimony so given may be contradicted 
by many, whose declarations you do not 
believe, it is your duty to accept the 
statements which you find to be true. 

“Evidence is to. be estimated not only 
by its own intrinsic weight, but also 
according to the évidence which it is in 
the power of one side to produce, and 
of the other to contradict; and jhere- 
fore, if weaker and less satisfactory evi- 
dence is offered, when it appears that 
stronger and more satisfactory was 
within the power of the party, the evi- 
dence offered may be viewed with dis-

TRIAL SUSPENDED. 


INDISCRETION. 


JUROR’S CAUSES 
MISTRIAL IN THE BRADY CASE, 
Oo 


He Had a Grievance, and He Spoke 
to Defendant and Counsel About 
an Matter not Connected with the 
Suit in Court. | 


The trial of the suit of Mrs. Mary 
Brady of San Diego against the Times- 
Mirror Company for $30,000 damages 
for alleged libel was interrupted and 
Suspended yesterday. 

On Tuesday, Frederick Moss, one of 
the jurors, approached Col. H. G. Otis, 
representing the defendant corporation, 
and Henry T. Gage, Esq., one of de- 
fendant’s counsel, and spoke to Col. 
Otis, who cautioned Moss not to talk to 
him as it was improper, he being de- 
fendant and Moss being a juror. Moss 
persisted, speaking, however, about 
matters not connected with the case. 

do the reassembling of the court 
yesterday morning the facts were 
Stated by defendant’s counsel to Sodas 
York in chambers, and later in the day 
he Setting forth the action of 
| Or were made by Henry T. Gage 
and Col. H. G. Otis, and at 2 o’cionk ta 
the afternoon Judge York formally 
passed upon the matter in court, and 
decided that the indiscretion of the 
juror disqualified him. Judge York said: 

The jury in this case is excused un- 
til tomorrow morning, and Juror Moss 
is excused from further attendance,”’ 

Moss then arose, and, approaching 
the court, asked what he had done. 
Judge York answered that he (Moss) 
Ought to know, but if he did not he 
could find out from the affidavits, which 
he was permitted to read. As Moss 
Said he was unable to read the affida- 
vit, for some reason, the Judge asked 
*the clerk to read it to Moss. As Moss 
again asked Judge York for an explan- 
ation, the latter said to him: ‘You have 
done wrong, either through ignorance 
or dishonesty.” Subsequently Judge 
York listened to Moss’s: explanation, 
and said he was satisfied that Moss had 
not acted from any dishonest motive. — 

Moss’s explanation was that he had a 
grievance concerning the publication in 
The Times of an item concerning his 
son-in-law, and he spoke to Col. Otis on 
Tuesday afternoon about correcting the 
item. As Moss spoke of the matter 
again to Mr. Gage on Wednesday morn- 
ing in a manner indicating that he still 
had a grievance against The Times, Col, 
Otis and his counsel deemed it neces- 
Sary to make affidavits showing,that 
Moss was disqualified, not only*by his 
first indiscretion, but by the feeling he 
showed, to remain on the jury. Having 
a grievance, as he seemed to believe he’ 
had, in connection with the article con- 
cerning his son-in“law, he could not be 
expected to be in an impartial and un- 
prejudiced frame of mind. The court 
hel@-that ‘the ‘presence of Moss on the 
jury would be improper under the cir- 
cumstances, and therefore discharged 
the entire jury and suspended the trial. 
A new jury will be selected today, and 
the trial will be begun anew. 

Juror Moss’s complaint, made to Col. 
Otis on Tuesday afternoon, was based 
upon an item stating that S. Maas, his 
SCn-in-law, had been arrested and 
locked up in the City Jail; and he was 
-yvery much annoyed. by the statement 
that Maas had been “locked up.” He 
thought it no impropriety to speak of 
that matter, as ityhad no connection 
With the Brady: case, although he prob- 
ably would not have done so had he un- 
derstood that any communication be- 
tween himself and any of the parties to 
the suit in which he was sitting as a 
juror would be regarded asa serious 
indiscretion by the court. As the cor- 
rection that he requested was not made 
in Wednesday morning’s Times in the 
form that he desired he felt aggrieved, 
and spoke with some show of feeling to 
defendant’s counsel. Evidently he did 
not realize until the court told him 
that there was anything wrong in what 
he had done, and did not know how his 
action would affect the trial. 


THE CASE OF S. MAAS, 


Arresting Officer Snid Maas 
Locked Up, but He Wasn't. 

The item that ‘offenied Juror Moss 
was published in The Times on Tues- 
day morning, and stated that S. Maas 
had been arested for refusing to cbhey 
a subpoena and had been locked in 
the City Jail. The information vas 
obtained at the Police Station in the 
regular course of the routine from the 
police officer who served the subpoena 
and made the arrest, and was corrob- 
orated by other persons who were 
present when Maas was. bruught to 
the station. 

On Tuesday Maas appeared in court 
and made an explanation of his ap- 
| parent contempt, satisfying the -eeurt

and was discharged. These facts: were ; 


published in Wednesday’s Times in 
a form fully exonerating Maas of any 
Willful misconduct. Inquiry was made 
as te truth of~the statement that: 
Maas had been locked up. when ar- 
rested, and assurances were given that 
Such was the fact, and therefor. the 
Statement was not denied nor in any 
manner referred to. 

Further inquiry was made last nizht, 
because of Juror Moss's positive as- 
sertion that Maas had not been actually | 
locked up, and the police officer who 
made the arrest personally assured the 
city editor of the Times that he did 
place Maas in jail and that Maas re- 
mained there for an hour before be- 
ing released. The cfficer was ques- 
tioned again and again as to his recol- 
lection, and he repeated his assertion 
positively. 

An inspection of the register was 
then made, but no record of Maas’s ar- 
rest appeared theréin. Police Clerk 
Hensley said the name should ap- 
pear there if the man had been locked 
up. Hensley then said that to the lest 
of his knowledge and belief Maas bad 
not been: locked up, as he was }-res- 
ent when Maas was brought in ‘and 
had allowed him to go upon his own 
recognizance, and therefore had not 
booked him. Hensley was certain that 
Maas was not locked at that time, put 
the arresting officer persisted in saying 
that he had placed the man behind 
the bars. 

The jailer who was on duty when 
Maas was brought in was then vis- 
ited at his home by a Times reporter, 
and the jailer stated positively that 
Maas was not locked up. Therefore it 
is now stated by The Times, ut. the 
earliest possible moment after learn- 
ing the truth, that S&S. Maas, 
when arrested by Officer Long for al- 
leged contempt of court, was not locked 
in the City Jail, and that the cfficer's 
recollection is evidently incorrect and 
not in accordance with the facts. 


Its Application to Labor.

“The interpretation of the statute 
which holds that reasonable agreements 
are within its purview makes it em- 
brace every peacable organization or 
combination of the laborer to benefit 
Lhis condition either by obtaining an in- 


crease of wages or diminution of the 
hours of labor. 

“It is, therefore, absolutely true to 
say that the construction now adopted 
which works out such results not ®nly 
frustrates the plain purpose intended to 
be accomplished by Congress, but also 
makes the statute tend to an end never 
contemplated and against the accom- 
plishment of which its provisions were 
enacted.”’ 

The decision in effect forbids all con- 
tracts and agreements in restraint of 
trade or commerce. It is safe to say 
that the men who framed and enacted 
that statute did not have such an ap- 
plication in mind. While the decision in 
breaking up the railroad traffic associa- 
tions may be hailed as a blessing; it is 
not so certain that future applications 
of it may not work injury to the very 
men who are now rejoicing. However, 
its application to labor organizations 
seeking to interfere with trade is not 
new. We believe that was almost the 
first application of the law, in the 
Louisiana Federal courts. The question 
then was whether the courts would ex- 
tend it to railroads or not. That ques- 
tion has now been answered. 


THE ART OF WAR. 


The Cyclopean walls of Baalbec were 
defensive works built of stones so great 
in size that even the most elaborate 
engineering appliances of the present 
day would be taxed to transport them. 
Some of these stones are 60 feet long 
by 10 to 12 thick, and of unknown 


width. 
Strategic points in military art are 
such as command communications, 


whether by rail or river, like Atlanta. 
in Georgia, and Cario or Vicksburg, 
on the Mississippi. The capital, or 
leading city of a country, is of strate- 
gic importance, since its capture 
causes the general discouragement of 
the people. 

Hon Case Broderick, who was mus- 
tered out of the United States service 
as a private in the Second Kansas Bat- 
tery, August 11, 1865, with $140 pay, is 
now serving his fourth consecutive . 
term as a member of Congress frofm the 
First Kansas’ District, and stood 
third on the Judiciary Committee of | 
the last House. 

The proper care of a modern breech- 
loading rifle requires the continual 
presence of the men at the guns, night 
and day; but at night as guard 
merely. The gun itself is a highly- 
complicated machine. It requires a 
great deal of time to instruct the men 
of the battery for its proper handling, 
and as much of its equipment is nec- 
essarily exposed to the weather, con- 
stant care and labor are necessary 
to keep it in good working order. — 

Thescheme as devised by the board on 
fortification for the defense of San 
Francisco Harbor, contemplates event- 
ually a.line of batteries from Fort 
Point to the Cliff House, and a mortar 
battery on the beach a mile or so be- 
low. From this, it can readily be seen 
that sooner or later quarters will have 
to be provided for a garrison of heavy 
artillery at some convenient point 
along this line. The same is true with 
reference to the new batteries on the 
north side of the gate at Lime Point 
and Point Bonita. 

For fcreign service the German ad- 
miralty has designed an entirely new 
type of cruiser. The dimensions are 
328 feet length, 38 feet 9 inches beam, 
and 15 feet 9 inches mrean draught. 
Displacement only 2600 tons, which 
indicates very sharp lines, and insures 
a speed of 19% knots with 6000 horse- 


power. The coal capacity is 500 tons, 
and the complement 199 men. The bat- 
tery will consist of ten 6 1-3-inch. 


quick-firing guns, and fourteen ma- 
chine guns. Each of these cruisers will 
cost about $1,000,000. 

The Prince Albert, the third--oldest 
ironclad in the British navy, is at last 
to be removed from the list of effec- 
tive ships, and he condemned. She is 
of 3800 tons displacement, and was 
built in 1866 at a cost of $1,140,235, and 
has cost in repairs up to the present 
time $318.870. Her speed never ex- 
ceeded 10 knots and her commissions ex- 
tend only over seven years six months, 
the last service being in the naval 
maneuvers ten years ago. The fact that 
the ship was named after the Queen’s 
husband has alone saved her from the 
scrap-heap for many years. 

The Puritan is really one of the oldest 
ships in the navy. She is the largest 
and most formidable of the Ericsson 
monitors, and was begun away back in 
1864. but was subsequently rebuilt by 
John Roach in 1886-87, and in 1889 was 
brought tqa.the Brooklyn navy-yard to 
be completéd by the government. The 
Puritan's great guns are new and very 
powerful 12-inch rifles, and much of 
her armor is of steel, but her hull is 
old though stanch, and she is supplied 
with the now comroved 
gines. As a coast-defense vessel she 
is probably as powerful as anything 
afloat. Her trip from Charleston, how- 
ever, has demonstrated the danger of 
attempting to employ her as a cruiser.

True to his demagogical instincts, 
W. J. Bryan has sent a congratulatory 
message to Carter H. Harrison on the 
latter’s election as Mayor of Chicago, 
claiming the result as a victory for 
the free-coinage scheme of repudia- 
tion: Bryan says: “The elections in 
Chicago and other cities indicate a 
change in public sentiment since No- 
vember.” Of course Bryan knows, if 
he knows anything, that the Chicago 
election has not the least political 
significance. It was fought out on 
jiocal issues, with which national is- 
sues had nothing whatever to do, al- 
though the platform upon which Mr. 
Harrison ran contained a plank in| 
favor of free silver coinage. 

Bryan’s puerile attempt to wring a 
little political capital out of this and 
other local elections is grotesque and 
silly. It emphasizes his own weakness 
and insincerity, or imbecility, or both. 
Even if it were true, as he assumes, 
that these municipal elections indicate 
“a change in public sentiment since 
November,” ‘the change indicated 
would be anything but complimentary 
to W. J. Bryan. If the Chicago elec- 
tion, for instance. had any general 
political bearing it would show that 
Carter H. Harrison is a better and 
more popular man than W. J. Bryan, 
since the latter lost Chicago by some 
60,000 votes, while Mr. Harrison car- 
ried it by some 80,000 plurality. 

Taking& Mr. Bryan at his word, 
therefore, his congratulations to Mr. 
Harrison are simply a blazoning to 
the world of his own political weak- 
ness and unpopularity. When W. J. 
Bryan opens his mouth he is very apt 
to put his foot in it. |

A REASONABLE REQUEST. 

The information contained in a spe- 
cial dispatch from Washington, pub- 
lished in Tur Times of yesterday, is 
discouraging to the citrus-fruit grow- 
ers of California. The correspondent 
states that no less than 250 protests 
have been received by the Senate 
Finance Committee against the rate of 
three-fourths of a cent per pound on 
citrus fruits established by the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House, 


which duty the orange-growers of this 


section are endeavoring to have raised 
to 1 cent per pound. So strong has 
become the pressure of eastern fruit 
men—who, by the way, are mostly 
foreigners—that several New England 
Senators have announced their inten- 
tion to endeavor to obtain lower 
duties. Should this be done, there 
will certainly be a big roar from the 
citrus-fruit growers of California, and 
they will be justified in complaining.

If there 
is a single industry in this country 
that deserves a reasonable amount of 
protection, it 
orange and lemon-growing in Cali- 
fornia, which has been built up under 
most adverse circumstances by the 
expenditure of a vast amount of 
money, labor and patience. THe TIMES 
has already covered quite fully the 
situation in regard to the citrus-fruit- 
growing industry of California, and 
the disadvantages under which our 
growers labor in comparison with 
those of Europe and other countries, 
where labor is very cheap, and the 
combined freight and duty to the mar- 
kets of the Hast less than the freight 
alone from California to those mar- 
kets. We have shown that even the 
rate of 1 cent per pound, which is 
asked by the fruit-growers of this sec- 
tion, would not be a protective duty— 
would not begin to compare with the 
rates of duty that have been granted 
to other more favored products of the 
United States—but that it would sim- 
ply give the orange-growers of Cali- 
fornia a reasonable chance to make a 
fair living and an interest on their 
heavy investments. We have shown 
that the present tariff on oranges and 
lemons is only about half what it was 
fifty years ago, when no oranges or 
lemons were raised in the United 
States on a commercial scale. 


The days of great profits in the Cali- 
fornia citrus-growing industry are 
gone, never to return. The grower who 
invests his money and waits five years 


for returns, taking the risk meantime 


of climatic or other injuries, can only 
expect to receive a fair interest on his 
investment, and unless Congress 


should grant a reasonable tariff on. 


imported fruit, he will not even be 
able to make that. 


The growing of citrus fruit is at 
present the leading industry of South- 
ern California. It is upon this indus- 
try that the progress and prosperity 
of this end of the State, with its mar- 
velous growth, have been mainly 
founaed. Not only the citrus-fruit 
growers, but all-citizens of Southern 
California, who depend so largely on 
the success of the horticulturists, ‘sin- 
cerely trust that the United States 
Senate will give at least as much 
weight to the reasonable and just re- 
quest of the Californians as to the 
demands of the Italian, Slavonian and 
other foreign fruit dealers of the At- 
lantic Coast.

California has. just cause for com- 
plaint at the niggardly and grudging 
manner in which her requests for’ 
tariff protection have been met at 
Washington, We had and have a 
right to expect better things at the 
the Republican Congress.

be secured without any great difficulty.

That 
issue was generally recognized by Re- 
publicans throughout the State as the 
one of paramount importance, and it 
is not too much to say that the State 
would not have been carried by the 
Republicans had not the national Re- 
publican platform declared emphatic- 
ally and unequfvocally for protection 


| Which would protect. The victory hav- 


ing been won on these lines, Califor- 
nia Republicans naturally and properly 
expected, as they had a perfect right 
to expect, that their industries would 
receive fair and full consideration in 
the readjustment of the tariff. That 
they are disappointed at the treatment 
they are receiving is not to be denied. 
Their disappointment is both natural 
and justifiable. The claims which they 
have put forward are the claims of 
American producers. The _ interests 


‘which are opposed to those of the 


California producers are those of im- 
porters ‘and foreign producers. As 
between these interests, a Republican 
Congress should not hesitate. 
importing and foreign interests should 
be informed that they will not be al- 
lowed to dictate the terms of an 
American tariff, designed for the pro- 
tection of American products. } 

The amount of protection asked for 
California products is in no case’ ex- 
cessive. If it were so, there would be 
some excuse for refusing it or hag- 
gling over duties. Eastern products 
are with some exceptions accorded 
adequate protection. Why should 
such protection be withheld from 
California? This State is practically 
the only State in the Union where 
citrus fruits can be produced from 
year to year with certainty. With 
proper encouragement, California 
could produce all the citrus fruits re- 
quired for consumption in the United 
States. We are justly entitled to this 
encouragement, and it ought to be ac- 
corded without quibble or question. 
Such protection would in‘the end be 
a benefit to the entire country as. well 
as to California. 


Now that it has been decided that 
the revelry of All-fools’ night may go 
on, a word of warning snould be 
spoken.

CHICAGO HAS NEVER HAD A MORE 
PROSPEROUS SEASON, 


The Volume of Trade in Nearly All 
Lines is Greater Than Ever Be- 
fore in Spite of Adverse 
Conditions,

CHICAGO, April 4.—Croaking! .has 
become. so- chronic that a great many 
people are making a business of it, 
unprofitable though it is, and neglect- 
ing their own affairs, that might be 
attended to with advantage. Talk of 
hard times has been 80 general of late 
tht it seems to have developed into a 
habit that is not changed with altered 
conditions. By actual investigation 
among lines of business in Chicago that 
feed the whole Northwest, a great 
part of the West and Southwest, it 
appears, to the surprise of business 
men themselves, in many instances, 
that the total transactions are greater 
than they have been in years, 

In scarcely a line of industry has the 
condition been found other than 
healthy, and in all cases it was im- 
proving. As these conditions are of 
Such general interest it is not out of 
place to give a brief outline of the 
facts. 

More entire new stocks are being 
sold to country retailers this spring 
than at any time since 1892. These new 
Stocks are being put in at points so 
widely distributed that they can be 
credited only to general and not local® 
conditions. Wholesale hardware men, 
Wholesale grocers, wholesale boot and 
Shoe men, dry goods delers, clothing 
men, and even druggists tell substan- 
tially the same story on this point. 

Another feature that goes to show 
which way the wind is blowing, is the 


chants are increasing in size. 

The result of a careful canvass of the 
leading mercantile firms of this city re- 
veals what very few even of the. mer- 
chants themselves fully realized. Ac- 
tual sales all along the line are ahead 
of those of a year ago, and there is in 
addition a constant and steady in- 
crease. Every merchant, of course, has 
known that his sales were ahead of 


last year, as all of them make either | 


daily, weekly or monthly comparisons.

The clothing manufacturer is only 
behind in his sales because he is pay- 
ing more attention to buying than to 
Selling. In anticipation of the higher 
prices to follow the passage of the 
new Tariff Bill, he is buying heavily of 
woolen goods. The woolen manufac- 
turer in turn, has bought raw material 
heavily.

| Col. Dan 8S. Lamont has been decided - 


upon as president of the Northern Pa- 
cific railway and that the appointment 
will be announced within a week. Ed- 
ward W. Winter, who was formerly 
connected with the Chicago and North- 
western, has been president since J. P. 
Morgan undertook the reorganization 
of the company. The appointment of 
Col. Lamont as head of this system is 
understood to have been brought about 
largely by James J. Hill, president of 
the Great Northern, and it is but ad- 
ditional evidence of the close compact 
that is forming between the great 
roads. 

“The alliance is now being perfected 
in London by J. P. Morgan, James J. 
Hill and Dr. Seimons of the Deutsche 
Bank, the last-named being the larg- 
est holder of the bonds of the Northern 
Pacific railroad. The Deutsche Bank 
was strongly in favor of a consolida- 
tion of the two roads, but this was 
prohibited by the laws of the several 
States through which the systems pass 
when the matter was stirred up in the 
Northwest, which rendered it imprac- 
ticable. 

“The course which is to be pursued, 
it is understood, is to form a close 
traffic alliance, with uniform rates and 
an economic operation which will in. a 
measure answer the same purpose as 
the consolidation. There will be no 
more cutting of rates; in fact, it is not 
unlikely that rates will be a trifle 
higher than at present. It is probable 
that joint agencies will be established 
in many of the eastern cities, but this 
plan has not been worked out. 

“There have been signs that this 
would include the Canadian Pacific. 
Certain prominent Englishmen are in- 
terested in all three roads. This would 
permit the interchange of traffic that 
| would be uniformly beneficial. The 
Canadian Pacific has the advantage 
over the roads from St. Paul, since it 
reaches the Atlantic seaboard and taps 
several eastern cities. 

“On the other hand the Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern reach several 
coast points in the Northwest from 
which the Canadian Pacific is shut out. 
An improvement is to be looked for 
in the transpacific steamship service.” 

THE REPORT CONFIRMED.

Not 
one of the candidates for foreign mis- 
sions backed by the California delega- 
tion has as yet succeeded in obtaining 
an appointment, and although Califor- 
nia secured a Cabinet officer, the State 
has otherwise fared badly. M. H. de 
Young’s visit here did not help matters 
any. The factional differences in the 
State are made the most of, and there 
is but little chance for a Californian 
outside of the local offices.

One 
Chicago firm is constructing five im- 
mense grain elevators along the Great 
Lakes, and the firm claims to see 
much more work ahead, Another con- 
cern ‘engaged in the manufacture of 
milling and grain elevating machinery | 
has orders enough ahead to keep its full 
complement of 600 men at work on full 
time for the next three months if the 
house does not take another order. 

Among the retail boot and shoe deal- 
ers who have come to market this 
spring is found a spirit of irritation at 
the advanced prices they have been 
compelled to pay. Many of them are 
prone to ascribe the advancing tend- 
ency of hides and leather to the mani- 
pulation of the lieather trust, rather 
than to the statistical strength of the 
market’s position as described in all 
the trade publications. Nevertheless, 
the retailer has paid the advanced 
prices and has gone home and dupli- 
cated by mail his earlier purchases. In 
many cases the mail orders exceed in 
size those which were grumblingly 
made at the opening of the season. 

While wholesalers in general have 
been looking for a dropping off in busi- 
ness in the Southwest as a result of 
the floods, there is as yet, no indica- 
tions of it.

Los Angeles English and Scotch 
Clubs Will Celebrate, 

The second meeting of the Executive 
Committee appointed by the English 
and Scotch clubs of Los Angeles and 
Pasadena to fitly celebrate the dia- 
mond jubilee of Queen Victoria was 
held Tuesday evening. | 
. Every member of the committee was 
present, and the sentiment was unani- 
mously in favor of making the cele- 
bration one in every way worthy of 
the cause. It was decided that the main 
celebration in the shape of _ sports, 
banquet and ball should be held June 
22. The day the festivities will be held 
in London. The place for holding’ the 

es has not yet been settled: Santa 
Monica still has the majority, but it’ 
is felt that as the profits of the entire’ 
day will be given to some charitable 
cause, it is the duty of the committee 
to go where the most profit will accrue 
‘to the jubilee fund.. Several letters 
have been received by the British 
Vice-Consul from British residents 
suggesting that as the funds being’ 
raised in England will go toward the 
hospitals at the expressed wish of 
Queen Victoria, a jubilee fund should 
be started here, for which contribu- 
tions would be asked, and toward 
which the profits of the local celebra- 
tion be given; such fund to be used 
in &@ manner which would perpetuate 
the memory of Queen Victoria, and her 
diamond jubilee. 

One suggestion was for a cottage 
hospital to be maintained at Santa 
Monica for deserving convalescents, 
and known as the Jubilee, or Victoria 
Home. Another suggestion was that a 
children’s ward be endowed in one of 
the local hospitals. ' Mr. Mortimer 
made a suggestion which was immedi- 
ately carried. That the secretary be 
requested to ask the daily papers of 
Los Angeles and vicinity to take the 
matter ‘up and bring it before the pub- 
lic, 80 that all suggestions can be 
properly ventilated, and the most pop- 
ular and feasible scheme be carried to 
a successful issue. 

All British and American residents 
interested in the matter are therefore 
requested to communicate their ideas 
to the vice-consul of the secretary of 
the jubilee celebration, George T. 
Spowart, at Colegrove, P. O., before 
Friday, April 16, the date of the next 
committee meeting, when the matter 
will be or discussed. As there are 
over 9000 British-born residents in Los 
Angeles county alone, it is felt that 
the fund will be ample to carry out a 
moderate idea. 

Invitations were received by the 
committee from two of the local the- 
aters offering a special programme in 
the ‘vent of the combined clubs decid- 
ing to have a British night, on which 
occasion a good percentage of the box 
receipts Would be donated by the man- 
agement to the jubilee fund. 

Another suggestion, and favorably 
commented on, was that a thanksgiv- 
ing service be held on Sunday, June 
20, in one of the Los Angeles churches 
and attended by the British clubs ang. 
residents. 

Designs have ben received for a. 
very handsome souvenir programme 
which could be sent to relatives in the 
old country as a memento of what is 
being done by their countrymen in a 
far-off land.

MUST FOOT ' THE BILL. 


JUDGE ROSS DECIDES THE QUES- 
TION OF RAILWAY TAXES. 


Receivers of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifle Railway Company Must 
Bear Their Share of Delinquent 
Taxes and Attorneys’ Fees, 


Judge Erskine M. Ross of the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday handed 
down an exhaustive opinion in the 
case of the Mercantile Trust Company 
vs. the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Company et al., in which he holds 
that the latter corporation must pay 
the delinquent taxes and attorneys’ 
fees incurred in the long litigation over 
a certain stretch of road sold by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company to 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany under the conditions of a certain 
agreement by which the latter cor- 
poration assumed the taxes and other 
expenses of the road pending the pay- 
ment of the purchase price. 

The contract between the Southern 
Pacific, Atlantic and Pacific, St. Louis 
and San Francisco and Santa Fé Rail- 
way companies concerning the owner- 
Ship of the 242 miles of railway be- 
tween the Needles and Mojave junc- 
tion was made August 20, 1884. The 
Southern Pacific Company owned the 
road which the Atlantic and Pacific 
Company wished to purchase. The 
Southern Pacific Company, on account 
of a mortgage dating from April 1, 
1875, which existed at the time of the 
agreement, could not give a clear title 
to the road, so it was agreed that it 
should be leased by the Atlantic and 
Pacific Company until a clear title 
could be obtained. The other two com- 
panies, being interested in the stretch 
of road, concurred in the agreement. 

The terms of the agreement provided 
for the sale of the road, and all its, 
appurtenances, for $7,271, 100, of which 


$1,211,850 was to be paid in cash, and 


the remaining $6,059,250, to be paid 
either in cash or in first-mortgage 6 
per cent. bonds bearing date July 1, 
1880, it being expressly agreed that 
the sale should be consummated and 
the purchase price paid whenever the 
Southern Pacific Company could give 
a clear title to the line of road. In 
the mean time, the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifi6 Company was to lease the road 
and appurtenances for an annual ren- 
tal of $436,266, payable semi-annually 
for the period of the lease. The At- 
lantic and Pacific Company also con- 
tracted to pay all taxes and assess- 
ments, and to keep the property in 
good repair. In case of default in the 
payment of rent, the road should re- 
turn to the original owner. 

Under this contract, the Atlantic and 
Pacific Company took possession on 
October 1, 1884, of the line, and its ap- 
purtenances, excepting the equipment. 
and contifued in possession until the 
appointment by this court, in 1894, of 
receivers of the property. "While the 
Atlantic and Pacific Company _ held 
control, it executed mortgages cover- 
ing its right, title and interest to the 
line, to the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany of New York, to secure the pay- 
ment of certain ponds, and to the Un- 
ion Trust Company of New York for 
the same _ reason. The Mercantile 
Trust Company, January 8, 1894, began 
suit for foreclosure and the appoint- 
ment of receivers for the entire line 
of road. The United States Trust ye 
pany was made a party defendant, 
the holder of a first mortgage on ihe 
part 6f the road between Mojave and 
the Needles. C. W. Smith was ap- 
pointed receiver of this property, of 
which he still holds possession 

Much litigation has taken place over 
the payment of the taxes. The State 
Board of Equalization assessed these 
taxes to the Southern Pacific Company, 
which paid them, and sent the bills to 
the receivers of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Company. The receivers never at- 
tempted to pay the taxes upon the 
stretch of road in question, for the 
reason that it was difficult to separate 
the amount from the taxes due from 
the Southern Pacific Company upon 
other property in the counties through 
which the road in question runs, It 
1888, the taxes became delinquent, and 
an action was brought against’ the 
Southern Pacific Company to recover 
the sum due for taxes, and the penalty 
for delinquency. 

A judgment for $251,134.26 was en- 
tered against the Southern Pacific 
Company on February 3, 1893, together 
with $89,654.91 as interest, a 5 per cent, 
penalty upon the _ principal sum, 
amounting to $12,556.66, and $18,835.06 
as attorneys’ fees. An appeal was 
taken to the State Supreme Court, and 
thence to the United States Supreme 
Court, and, in 1894. the State Board 
of Eiquilzation made a reassessment 
ofthe 
Pacific Company in 1888. The com- 
pany. paid e first half of the taxes 


“dué on*the ‘reassessment, and sent the 


bill to the receivers of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Company for the propor- 
tion due from that road. amounting to 
$14,902.66,. which was paid. After the 
judgement had been affirmed. on June 
8, 1896, the remainder of the taxes 
were paid by the Southern Pacific Com- 
jany, and the -bill for their proportion 
sent to the receivers. 

Included in this bill was the sum 
of $5981.87, claimed to be the portion 
of the attorneys’ fees which shotld be 


paid by the receivers, and also $12,580. 


claimed to be the proportion of inter- 
est due from the receivers. The re- 
ceivers asserted on their side that 
they had no voice in the action of the 
Southern Pacific Company in all this 
litigation, and stated that the United 
States Trust Company objected to the 
payment of any part of the bill. 

The Mercantile Trust Company and 
the United States Trust Company, both 
protested against- the payment of the 
bill on the ground that the claim is 
invalid as against the mortgage and 
not a proper charge against the re- 
ceiver. Litigation has raged ever 
since. and the opinion goes very fully 
into the findings of the master in chan- 
cery upon the matter, and into’ the 
points of law involved. Judge Ross’s 
decision of the case orders’ that the 
receiver be directed 
amount of the bill in controversy.

HEALTH BOARD ROW. 


The Council Threatens to Remove 
the Present Board of Health, 

The Democratic Counctimen, who 
hope to land their appointees in the 
Health Office in spite of the opposition 
of the Mayor and the Board of Health, 
were plainly irritated yesterday when 
the City Auditor’s communication was 
received rejecting the Salary demands 
of their men. One of them said he was 
tired of “‘monkeying” with the business 
and, if the controversy were prolonged, 
the Council would soon find a Way of 
settling the difficulty. This means that 
if the four old inspectors whom it was 
sought to depose, shall go so far as 
to institute legal proceedings to estab- 
lish their right to tenure of the offices 
the Council will undertake to remove 
the present members of the Board of 
Health and replace them with four men 
of its own nomination, independent of 
any wish of the Mayor in the matter. 
It was expected yesterday morning 
that one set or the other of the inspec- 
tors would bring a suit at once to ‘quiet 
title’ to the contested claims. The 
Democratic Councilmen, other than 
Oouncilman Nickell, have taken time 
by the forelock and have prepared a 
resolution which they propose to pass 
through the Council, if the old inspec- 
tors open hostilities in the courts. In 
this way they will carry the war into 
the heart of the enemy’s country and 
depose the present Board of Health and 
erect a new set of officers in its place, 
incidentally arranging their plans in 
such a way that Health Officer Powers 
will follow in the wake of the men who 
are responsible for his election. The 
appearance of the old inspectors in 
court will be the signal for the Coun- 
cilmen to pass their destructive reso- 
lution. On the other hand, it is sup- 
posed that the old inspectors have an- 
ticipated the designs of the Council, 
and will move so slowly that they will 
not give the Council an opportunity to 
take any action at its next session. In

FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


Too Much Haste in Turning Sharp 
Corners. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
met yesterday morning in the commit- 
tee-room of the Mayor’s office. Mayor 
Snyder was forced to turn the chair 
over to Commissioner Kuhrts on ac- 
count of pressure of business, and Com- 
missioner Sabichi was detained owing to 
his connection with the preparations for 
the Native Sons of the Golden West 
convention. 

Fire Chief Moore reported that ‘on 
April 2, while responding to an alarm 
from box 85, Engine No. 5, George W. 
Cornort driver, collided with the curb, 
breaking the wheel of the engine and 
thereby disabling it. The driver had 
been charged with violation of the rules 
and notified to be present at the meet- 
ing of the board. 

Driver Cornort appeared stated 
that the night was windy and in turn- 
ing the corner his rubber boot slipped, 
so that the engine swerved and struck 
the curb.

WILL NOT CONFESS. 


THOMPSON REFUSES TO 
TAKE A LIFE SENTENCE. 


Says He Would Choose Death on the 
Scaffold Rather Than Plead 
Guilty to a Crime Which He 
Never Committed, 


William H. Thompson, better known 
as the “Kid,” has refused an oppor- 
tunity to plead guilty to a charge of 
murder in the second degree, and take 
a sentence of imprisonment for life. 
Thompson has already been tried for 
train-robbery, convicted, sentenced to 
hang and sent to the penitentiary to 
have the sentence executed. The Su- 
preme Court, however, reversed the 
judgment of the lower court when the 
matter was placed in its hands, and 
the case has been set for a new hear- 
ing for April 13. 

Justice William Young of the Town- 
ship Court, told, yesterday, the fol- 
lowing story of yesterday's proceed- 
ings in the Thompson case: “Deputy 
District Attorney McComas came. to 
me in the forenoon and told me that 
at 5 o’clock in the afternoon ‘‘Kid” 
Thompson would bo brought into court. 
McComas said that he would file a new 
information against the ‘Kid,’ charging 
him with murder in the second degree. 
He would be arraigned and have his 
examination at once. McComas said 
it was understood that he would plead 
guilty to the charge. This was to be 
done, McComas said, to save the county 
an expense of from $2000 to $3000 which 
would be entailed by another trial of 
the case. 

“It was understood that the evidence 
given in the former trial would be used 
by stipulation in the examination, 60 
that the introduction of further testi- 
mony would not be necessary. After 
Thompson should be held for trial, 
as I would be compelled to bind him 
over on the evidence of the former 
trial, he was to be taken before a 
Judge of the Superior Court upon the 
information which would then be filed,

BOND ELECTION. 


Scheme for Refunding the Bonded 
Indebtedness of the City. 

The special bond election which will 
be held on Saturday is exciting little 
interesi, because there is no doubt 
about the issue. The purpose of the 
election is merely to afford the voters 
an opportunity to record a formal dec- 
laration of their desire to refund the 
present bonded indebtedness of the city. 
There are now outsanding $270,000 of 
bonds of the city, divided as follows: 
$55,000 of funding bonds, issued in 1881, 
and due July 1, 1901; $125,000 of general 
improvement bonds, issued in 1886, and 
due July 1, 1906; $40,000 of general im- 
provement bonds, issued in 1887, and 
due July 1, 1907, and $55,000 of general 
improvement bonds, issued in 1888, and 
due July 1, 1908. All of these bonds bear 
a greater rate of interest than 4 per 
cent, The annual interest on $50,000 
of 7 per cent. bonds is $3500, and on 
$220,000 of 6 per tent. bonds, $13,200, 
making a total interest charge of $16, 
Under the proposed refunding of $270,- 
000 of bonds at 4 per cent., by virtue 
of an act passed by the last Legisla- 


ture, the annual interest on this bonded } 


indebtedness would be $10,800, or a sav- 
ing in interest to the city of $5900 per 
annum, which is equivalent to about 
$500 per month, or $16.70 per day, The 
new borids, if carried, will be issued in 
atnounts of not less than $100, and not 
more than $1000, bearing interest at the 
rate of 4 per cent. per annum, payable. 


form of forty-year serials, with a 
provision for the retirement each year 
of one-fortieth of the whole amount of 
the principal, together with the inter- 
est on all sums unpaid. This will ob- 
viate the necessity of an excessive tax 
levy during the next ten years, which 
would be required to meet the out- 
standing bonds as they become due. 
As they now stand, it would be neces- 
sary to make the- entire payment 
within ten years, and also pay a high 
rate of interest, while under the re- 
funding scheme this outgo would be 
distributed throughout the next forty 
years, and the annual interest would 
be lowered in rate throughout, and 
in amount from year to year, as the 
outstanding bonds were retired in se- 
rials.

It was then 
deposited in a separate box in the 
vault of the City Clerk’s office, where 
it will be kept nuder seal until the. 
conference between the water commit- 
‘tee and the directors of the City Water 
Company, has been held, when it is 
supposed the water company will fix 
a valuation upon its plant.

Messrs. Good- 
rich and Harris, Thompson’s attorneys, 
told me he was prepared to plead 
guilty. 

~ “Thompson was brought into the 
courtroom at 5 o’clock by Deputy 
Sheriff Marsh, and his handcuffs re- 


} moved. He approached Goodrich and 


Harris and shook hands with them. 
He seemed greatly excited, and it was 
apparent in a moment that there was 
some misunderstanding between the 
‘Kid’ and his counsel. Thompson made 
several gestures and repeated the re- 
mark several times that he preferred 
death to confession. Harris walked 
over to where McComas was sitting, 
and spoke to him, I did not hear what 
Harris said to McComas, but the latter 
answered ‘All right, if he wants a trial 
he can get it. His attorneys told me 
they would have nothing more to do 
with the case.’ The ‘Kid’ was conse- 
quently led back to jail without any 
action having been taken in the matter. 
The whole business took but a few mo- 
ments.”’ 

The man most concerned in all this 
proceeding, the man once sentenced to 
be hung by the neck until dead, ‘‘Kid’”’ 
Thompson himself, said last night: “I 
have never agreed to plead guilty to 
save my life. I knew nothing of all 
this business until I got into the court- 
room. I had no idea what I was 
wanted for when Marsh came after me. 
After I reached the courtroom Harris 
told me he could fix the business so 
that. I could get off with a sentence 
for imprisonment if I would plead 
guilty to gg in the second degree. 
I told hi I weuld rather die than 
plead guilty to a crime I never com- 
mitted. 

—“MeComas said :‘AlH right, you’H 

have-a chance to be tried next Tues- 
| day,’ and the handcuffs were replaced 
on my wrists and I was brought back 
to my cell. Harris said he would have 
nothing more to do with my case be- 
cause I took the stand I did, and I told 
him I was satisfied to have him drop 
it. -Ben Goodrieh has always been my 
frieng heretofore, and is now, for all 
I know. I don’t know what he will do 
now about the case, as I haven’t got 
a dollar in the world with which to 
pay an attorney. I told all my friends 
I was innocent of the crime of which 
I am charged, and it would be harder 
for me to tell them I was guilty, just 
to get off with a time sentence, than 
to die on the scaffold with the knowl- 
edge that I am innocent.’’ 


TO ANNUL THE FRANCHISE. 


State ex rel Kenealy Against the 
West Side Lighting Company. 
The trial of the suit entitled the 
People of the State of California ex 
rel John Kenealy against L. F. Scott, 
W. S. Wright and the Westside Light- 
ing Company was commenced before 
Judge Clark in Department Two yes- 
terday. The suit is brought to annul 
a franchise awarded the Westside 
Lighting Company by the City Coun- 
cil. The complaint in the action states 
the case as follows: 
On April 15, 1895, application was 
‘made to the Los Angeles City Council 
for a franchise to put up wires, poles, 
etc., for the purpose of transmitting 
electricity and electrical energy 
through the city for heating and light- 
ing purposes. On April 26, L. F. Scott, 
A. P. McGinnis; E. E, Peck, Rob J. 
Adcock and L. J. C. Spruance offered 
bids for the franchise. Scott, whose 
bid was $107, was given the franchise, 
in spite of the fact that Spruance bid 
$506, the highest bid made. Prior to 
this action, Scott assigned all his right, 
title and interest in what the com- 
plaint terms the “pretended franchise 
granted by herein-mentioned ordi- 
nance,’”’ to W. S. Wright. Wright, the 
complaint avers, transferred his claim 
in it to the Westside Lighting Com- 

pany. 

John Kenealy, the relator, is named 
as the owner of lot 3 in block 19 of 
Ord’s survey, between Sixth .and Sev- 
enth and fronting on Hill stfeets; lot 
23 in block 11 in O. W. Child’s 200- 
lot tract, between Eleventh and 
Twelfth and fronting on Wall street;

WEIR AGAINST VAIL. 


Judge Clark Finds That Weir Was 
not Deceived. 

In granting a non-suit in the case of 
Weir vs. Vail, Judge Clark, in the Su- 
perior Court gaye an opinion in which 
he found that eir had not believed 
certain statements made to him by the 
late N. R. Vail, and therefore was not 
induced by those statements to enter 
into a certain contract or agreement, 
But the Judge further said: 

“Again, admitting that the answers 
of deceased (Vail) upon his examina- 
tion were representations made with in- 
tent to induce the plaintiff to enter 
into the contract of accord and satis- 
faction, and that plaintiff placed confi- 
dence therein and believed them to be 
true, and they were the moving cause 
that induced the contract, Iam of the 
opinion that the evidence fails to show 
them to be false in any material par- 
ticular. 

“Moreover, it has beén proven affirm- 
atively by witnesses produced by plain- 
tiff—hostile witnesses, it is true, but 
Still the plaintiff's witnesses—that the 
bulk of the property contained in said 
inventory was acquired by the de- 
a after the compromise of August, 

“Upon a review of all the evidence in 
the case, I am of the opinion that the 
contract of compromise was based upon 
the examination made by the plaintiff, 
and that he at no time believed any 
Statement of Vail to be true; that no 
fact or circumstance tending to prove 
the property standing in the name of 
Mrs. Vail and others was held in secret 
trust wag introduced in evidence upon 
this trial, that was not known to plain- 
tiff at the time he entered into the 
contract of accord and satisfaction, and 
that the material allegations of the 
complaint that he, Vail, was then 
seized of a‘large amount of property 
and did have means to pay the said 
judgment, and was the owner of prop- 
erty of the value of $125,000, was not 
established by the evidence.”

pots, machine shops, power stations 
and such other buildings as may be 
necessary or destrablé in the operation 
of the railroad, and to acquire and op- 
erate such telegraph and telephone 
lines, water, gas and electric works 
as may be necessary or useful to the 
road. The principal place of business 
of the corporation will be Pasadena. 

The directors appointed for the first 
year are P. M. Green of Pasadena; 
Andrew McNally of Chiéago, John D. 
Pope of Los Angeles, J. S. Torrance 
of Pasadena and Arthur B. Cody of 
Chicago. The kind of a railroad in- 
tended to be constructed is a single or 
double-track railroad, to be operated 
by electricity, ‘steam engines, cables 
or such other means as science, discov- 
ery or invention may provide. It is in- 
tended to run the railroad through and 
from the city of Pasadena to the 
summit of Mount Lowe in the Sierra 
Madre Mountains. estimated 
length of the road is ten miles. 

The amount of capital stock of the 
company is $600,000, divided into 6000 
shares of the par value of $100 each.

STILL MAN AND WIFE. 


Judge Shaw Refuses Mrs. Willard a 
Decree of Divorce. 


Judge York decided the divorce suit 
yesterday brought by Mrs. Ellen Wil- 
lard against her husband, Frank A. 
Willard, in favor of the defendant. 
Mrs. Willard charged all manner of 
bad things against her husband, al- 
leging extreme cruelty as a ground for 
divorce. The trial was made interest- 
ing yesterday by the testimony of two 
members of the Willard fami@ies, one 
of whom has gained some notoriety as 
the “beauty wonder,” and the othér of 
whom was recently,a member of the 
ballet at the Orpheum. . 

The witnesses called in Wilkard’s be- 
half contradicted the statements of 
witnesses who- testified for Mrs. Wil- 
lard in regard to his bad habits and 
‘his inhuman treatment of his wifes. 
When Willard took the witness-stand 
himself he told a very different story 
from that told by his wife. Accord- 
ing to his testfmony his treatment of 
Mrs. Willard has never, been such as 
would warrant the institution of pro- 
ceedings for divorce.

BOULEVARD ROUTES 
Examined Yesterday by the Pasa- 

dena Boulevard Committee. 

The Los Angeles branch of the Pasa- 
dena Boulevard Committee went to 
Pasadena yesterday morning to meet 
the Pasadena members for the purpose 
of jointly examining the different en- 
trances into Pasadena. The Los An- 
geles members in attendance were 
Judge Charles Silent, Gen. Charles For- 
man, Dr. W..LeMoyne Wills and R. J. 
Waters. The Pasadena members wére 
out in full force and met the Los An- 
geles committee with carriages at the 
Columbia-street station, 

From thence the joint committee ex- 
amined and discussed the various 
routes into Pasadena. [t became very 
apparent that Pasadena could offer sev- 
eral beautiful entrances, and that the 

sadena people are very much in ear- 
nest. After examining’: the routes 
through South Pasadena and into Pasa- 
dena proper the committee left the car- 
riages at the ostrich farm and tramped 
afoot over -the hills between the Arroyo 
Seco and the Mission road, scaling the 
high ridges and examining the route 
along the east side of the arroyo, over 
the ridge and the road by way of East 
Side Park, Estudillo Cafion and coming 
out at Linceln Park. 

As the day was warm it made quite 
a tramp for such thin members of the 
committee as Gen, Forman. The com- 
mittee -finally landed at-the end .of 
Downey ave. By the examination it 
became evident that.the territory ex- 
amined offers several feasible and at- 
tractive routes. . 

The committee will examine the 
Eagle Rook route next Wednesday. In 
the mean time the data and maps of 
the different routes will be gathered up 
by a sub-committee composed of Colin 
Stewart, J. S. Slauson and R. J. Waters. 

At a meeting of the committee held 
on the top of the hills between Los An- 
geles and Pasadena yesterday, S. P. 
Jewett was elected a member of the 
committee. Mr. Jewett is an engineer 
who, in connection with J. F. Cronk, 
built what is now the Santa Fé road 
from Los Angeles and Pasadena. He 
has examined the different routes care- 
fully, and can bring to the aid of the 
committee a fund of valuable and re- 
liable information. 

The engineers invited to assist the 
committee held a meeting and organ- 
ized yesterday, and addressed a com- 
munication to the general committee 
suggesting that the various bocalities 
which may desire to have their particu- 
lar routes considered should accom- 
pany their proposition by maps show- 
ing the proposed route, and also a cen- 
ter profile of the same. The engineers

NEW JERSEY DIVIDEND LAW. 
The New Jersey law regarding divi- 
dends provides as follows: 

“No corporation shall make dividends, 
except from the surplus, or net profits 
arising from its business, nor divide,’ 
withdraw, or in any way pay to the 
stockholders, or any of them, any part 
of its capital stock, except according to 
this act. In case of any violation of 
the provisions of this section, the direc- 
tors, under whose administration the 
Bame may happen, shall be jointly 
and severally liable, at any time within 
six years, for paying such dividends to 
the corporation and its creditors, in the 
event of its dissolution, or insolvency, 
to the full amount of the dividends 
made, or the capital stock so divided, 
withdrawn, paid out, or reduced, with 
interest on the same from the time such 
liability accrued. The directors who 
are not present, or who dissent, and 
publish their dissent, within two wéeks 
of the time, in a newspaper published in 
the county where the corporation has 
its principal office, are exempt from 
these provisions.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

A BIG LUMBER COMBINE. Accord- 
ing to the San Francisco Call, a big 
lumber combine has been formed on the 
Columbia River, the syndicate com- 
prising .all the leading lumber men 
who have their offices and yards in San 
Francisco. 

Logs will be rafted from the North, 
and in addition to this it is proposed to 
utilize all the refuse of the mills, so 
that nothing, will go to waste. It is 
said that arrangements have already 
been made for 1,000,000 feet of logs, and

There is no danger of any 
great. boom in vine planting, on ac- 
count of the expense in planting re- 
sistant vines and the length of time re- 
quired to bring them into bearing.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


GOLD MINERS’ CONVENTION. A 
dispatch from Denver announces that 
the National Mining Bureau has issued 

a call for an “international gold min- 
ae? convention” to be held in Denver 
on the 15th and 16th of June. The ex- 
hibits will consist of refined gold ores 
anag a general mineral display. State 
bureaus of mines, State schools of 
mines, chambers of commerce, boards of 
trade, mining exchanges and mining 
and miners’ organizations are invited 
to cotbperate in the exhibit and move- 
ment. The milling and smelting inter- 
ests are requested to participate, as 
well as machinery manufacturers and 
dealers. 

Each county in the mining States is 
asked to hold a mass convention not 
Jater than May 20 and elect delegates to 
the gathering there. Gov. Adams has 
been named as president of the conven- 
tion and Irwin Mahon as secretary ani 
the delegates from each State are re- 
quested to elect a vice-president. Louis 
R. Erich is to represent Colorado in 
that capacity.

THE WINE MARKET. The largest 
vintage ever produced in California, in- 
cluding sweet and dry wines, amounted 
to nearly twenty-three million gallons, 
the sweet wines being 20 per cent. of 
this crop. Since this vintage notable 
reductions have been made in the yield 
of all the counties by various diseases, 
principally by phylloxera, and the so0- 
called Anaheim disease, while but few 
additional vineyards have come into 
bearing to make up for the loss. It may, 
therefore, be safely prophesied that the 
most favorable season possible this year 
could not yield over a total of 15,000,000 
gallons. Deduct 3,000,000 gallons as the 
likely yield of sweets in a favorable 
season, and we have the possible dry- 


. wine crop of 1897. The requirement of 


the market is now, as shown by the last 
year’s exports, over sixteen million gal- 
lons, besides the Coast trade, which 
consumes 6,000,000 gallons, making a to- 
tal of 22,000,000 gallons required to sup- 
ply the demand. 

The California Fruit Grower has the 


following to say in regard to the out-/ 


look: 

“The wine situation in California is a 
peculiar one and calls for special con- 
sideration. That situation may be here 
briefly stated. As compared with the 
wine output of France, that of Califor- 
nia is but a drop in the bucket. The 
French wine crop of 1896 is officially 
stated as amounting to 1,179,364,960 gal- 
gons. California produces wines of 
choice, good and ordinary quality, and 
character. Nearly all of the first men- 
tioned class reaches the consumer under 
a foreign label and is imbibed under 
the impression that it is an imported 
wine. The fair and ordinary grades 
are sold for what they are—California 
wines. Hence all the wines of this 
State are known to the uninformed 
person as only ordinary or fair. The 
name of the State is never connected 
with wines of any excellence and conse- 
quently, California wines as a whole 
suffer an unjust penalty. A well-in- 
formed writer in the Pacific Wine and 
Spirit Review, answering the statement 
of an irresponsible ty that the ex-| 


~fsting duty of 30.cents on Wine is suffi-| 


cient protection, says: Let us see: The 
producer here can only obtain 18 cents, 
wholesale, for his wines, which is 
barely sufficient to meet his expenses 
and pay the interest on his. mortgage. 
Now the merchant’s expense in ma- 


“turing, handling and finishing ready for 


market is 3 cents, freight 5.cents, pack- 
age 5 cents, brokerage 2% cents and 3% 
cents for the investment—a total of 37 
cents in New York and 39% cents at 
other points. This is so near the price 
of imported wines, and especially of the 
compounds which the French govern- 
ment sanctions the manufacture and 
sale of under the name of wine for ex- 
portation, that the price cannot be ad- 
vanced under any circumstances. Again, 
under the 50-cent duty we could obtain 
for our finest wines 50 cents, which it 
is presumed were used for foreign 
_ goods, but under the present duty the 
Same quality of wines cannot be sold 
for more than 40 cents in New York. 

“In a very few years the vineyards 
will be destroyed by the phylloxera. In 
the mean time, there will be less home 
competition, and by the aid of a 50-cent 
duty the producer would be enabled to 
obtain 25 cents for his wines, reduce his 
mortgage, and rehabilitate his vine- 
yard with phylloxera-resistant stocks. 
He would be stimulated to plant the 
best varieties, to obtain a _ reputation 
and get prices for his fine wines that 
would compensate him for his trouble; 
whereas, that market now being closed 
against him, he frequently only cares to 
plant the coarsest grapes to get the 
greatest quantity, regardless of quality. 
Thirty cents duty is not sufficient pro- 
tection. 

“The existing tariff duty is not what 
it appears to be. The present schedule 
admits dry wines up to 14 degrees of al- 
coholic strength at 30 cents per gallon. 
Watural table wine, as produced by 
American growers, only shows an av- 
erage strength of 11% degrees, while re- 
liable statistics on natural dry wines in 
Kurope indicate considerably less. 
Therefore, a 1l4-per-cent. imported dry 
wince is not a natural product, and may 
be atretched, by an addition of water in 
this country, to 11% per cent., and still 
remain merchantable. Hence propor- 
tionate duty on this class of wine is 
only 25 cents per gallon, and not 30 
cents. On alcoholic wines—port, sherry, 
eic,, the specific duty is 50 cents per 

low for wines up to 24 per cent. al- 

Soholic strength. The general trade ac- 
cepts that 19 per cent. is a merchanta- 
bie standard for such fortified wines. 
Admitting that a 24-per-cent. imported 
wine may be thus reduced to 19 per 
eent., the actual duty on this class of 
“wines is only about 40 cents per gallon, 
and not 50 cents. The government ad- 
mits, under these liberal regulations, 
an amount of alcohol free of duty, that

SUBSIDIZED. 

San Bernardino’s New Fire Chief. 
Low Insurance Rates — Natural 
Soap Factory Discovered in the

SAN BERNARDINO, April 7.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] The recent re- 
ported failure to secure the Suman 
mill from Colton, is not to be taken 
as a slur on the progressiveness of 
the people of San Bernardino, but as 
a result of keen foresight and business 
sagacity. ‘The people are public-spir- 
ited, but do not wish it to go abroad 
that they are chumps.
